NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—Richard Mansfield 
suffered a collapse while playing “Cyrano 
de Bergerac’ at the Garden Theater to- 
night. It had not been decided at mid- 
night whether his affliction is heart fail- 
ure or nervous trouble. It is feared nis 
condition jis critical. Mr. Mansfield -had 
‘played the first three acts with his usual 
{fire and force, The climax of the last act 
and the grand climax of the play was be- 
ing approached when Mr. Mansfield was 
seen to stagger. Several actors ran to 
him and prevented him from falling. He 
was led from the stage and the curtain 
rung down. . 

Soon an attache of the company came be- 
fore the curtain and announced that Mr. 
Mansfield could not go on with the play. 

While this vae being done before the 
curtain exciting scenes were being enact- 
ed on the gtag2. Mr. Mansfield had col- 
lapsed completely and panic had seized 
the players. Doctors were hastily sum- 
moned and temporary stimulants adminis- 
tered. Mr. Mansfield rallied and was hur- 
ried to the home of a friend on Riverside 
drive. ; 

There physicians and trained nurses fol- 
lowed. 

After Mr. Mansfield had been taken to 
the home of a friend an amazing state- 
ment was given out by A. M. Palmer, his 
manager. He denied emphatically that Mr. 


Mansfield was ill. He explained that the 
hissing and knocking of steam pipes under 


‘the stage during the entire evening had 


made Mr. Mansfield very nervous, and 
that he could not continue playing. 

Persons in the audience declare they saw 
Mr. Mansfield stagger and saw him led off 
the stage. 

It is surmised that Mr. Mansfield was 
either ‘In an extremely nervous state, so 
nervous as to warrant him in ringing down 
the curtain on a large audience, or his 
friends are trying to hide the real serious- 
ness of his illness.

pany influences are likely to be ventilated 
when that convention comes before the 
Senate for ratification. It is well known 
here that at one time during the negotia- 
tions the State Department and the French 
diplomats were practically in despair of 
concluding an agreement, and the matter 
was upon the point of heing abandoned, 
Just at that critical stage of the proceed- 
ings, the Standard Oil Company took a 
hand, and immediately the differences were 
adjusted and the way made clear for sign- 
ing the treaty. 

It is sid hre that the agreement be- 
tween the State Department and the French 
diplomats provides for the admission into 
France of Standard Oil Company’s prod- 
ucts, and for a material reduction in the 
United States duties on Frénch importa- 
tions of fruits and wines. 

John A. Kasson, the special commission- 
er of the State Department, in charge of 
reciprocity treaties, admits, in conversation 
with members of Congress, that the duty 
on certain grades of wines has been low- 
ered by the French treaty. This being 
the case, the new treaty will not be likely 
+o have clear sailing when it comes to the 
Senate for ratification.

‘morning discovered a small pimple, purple 
and angry, on the littie toe of the man’s 
left foot. The pimple was exceedingly pain- 

ful. This was the only general symptom of 
‘the plague. The patient's temperature was 
/ normal. 

As a precautionary measure Dr. Doty re- 
moved the engineer to Swinburne Island. 
‘The discovery of another apparent case was 
|a painful surprise, 

Collector Bidwell, it was said at the Cus- 
tom House, will probably allow the Taylor 
to “enter’’ on Monday.

Campbell of Montana arrived in Washing- 
ton to-day with a petition signed by the 
Governor of the State and 40 or more mem- 
bers of the Legislature prtesting against 
the seating of Senator-elect Clarke of 'Mon- 
tana, alleging that his election was secured 
by bribery. 

This petition will be presented to: the 
Senate on Tuesday and referred to the 
Committee.on Privileges and Elections. It 
will Be considered by that committee as 
soon as possible and a strenuous effort wiil 
be made by Mr. Clarke’s opponents to un- 
seat him. 

Jere M. Wilson, a Washington lawyer, 
has been retained as coungel for the sign- 
ers of the petition, and when the case is 
considered by the committee he will set 
forth all the allegations in the case. Neither 
Mr. Campbell nor Attorney Wilson would 
make public the text of the petition, but 
it {s generally understood that the state- 
ments which have been made in Montana 
are embraced in the petition, including the 
startling charges made by State Senator 
Whiteside when he produced the roll of 
bills 6n the floor of the State Senate, It 
will be endeavored to show that Mr. Clarke 
paid out money to secure votes, as wus 
done in the disbarment proceedings insti- 
tuted against.

The testimony before the Supreme Court 
of Montana in the case accompanies the 
petition.

Senator Burrows, another member of the 
Committee on’ Privileges and Elections, 
said: ‘“‘Gov. Smith having signed the cer- 
tificate of election and having delivered it 
to Mr. Clarke, nothng he may now do can 
annul it. It was an official act that cannot 
be recalled.”’

Indicates Bad Situation 
of the English. 


BOERS AT SPYTFONTEIN.

AT THAT POINT THE NEXT EN- 
GAGEMENT MAY BE FOUGHT. 


Sharp Criticism of the Management of 
the British War Fund—A Few 
Items Showing What the 
War Is Costing 
England. 


LONDON, Dec. 2.—The meager official 
dispatch giving a list of the British casual- 
ties at Modder River and announcing the 
bare fact that Lord Methuen ts still there 
awaiting reinforcements, is only supple- 
mented by a brief special message from 
Cape Town to-night, stating that the Boers 
destroyed the bridge over the Modder Riv- 
er before the battle, and are noW coneen- 
trating at Spvtfontein, where the final battie 
for the relief of Kimberley is expected to 
take place. 

The censor has apparently stopped all 
press messages from the front relating to 
the battle, which is not regarded as a favor. 
abie indication. 

As to the material results of Lord 
Methuen's engagement it fs not yet clear 
whether Lord Methuen’s force actually 
crossed the Modder River, or is still awalit- 
ing the rebuilding of the bridge before the 
artillery and cavalry can cross. In any 
case, the rallway must be carried over the 
bridge before the indispensable big naval 
guns can pass, because Lord Methuen’'s 
last message showed that they were worked 
on trucks: along the railroad. 

It is a_ significant fact that Lord 
Methuen’s cablegram makes no mention of 
the Boer loss, which, therefore, is assumed 
to be small. 

An official rectification of the list of Mod- 
der River casualties among the non-com- 
missioned officers and men makes the (otal 
losses of the North Lancashire’s three 
killed and 16 wounded. Of the Northumber- 
land Fusiliers, 11 killed and 34 wounded, and 
of the Argyllis, 18 killed and # wounded. 

It also adds to the list of the Remington 
guides, three men wounded. The aggre- 
gate of casualties among the non-commis- 
sioned officers and men is 452. This, with 
the officers killed and wounded, brings the 
casually list up well towards 6.

The list of killed and wounded at the bat- 
tle of Modder River does not bear out Gen. 
Methuen’s wild use of language in his dis- 
patch to Queesi Victoria. Modder River was 
hardly ‘“‘the bloodiest battle of the century.” 
Methuen lost men, according to later re- 
perts. The Hoer’ loss was likely not heavier 
than that of the British. It fs estimated 


that about 30,000 men were engaged. This 
makes the loss, reckoning the total on both 
sides 1000—only 31-8 per cent, ‘which falls 
far below that of ‘“‘bloody battle.’ Follow- 
ing are the losses in the great battles of the 
century:

“Since January, 1898, the price of ‘dia- 
monds has risen 70 per cent, due in the 
first instance to the restriction of the out- 
put by the De Beers, and latterly to the 
war. The prolongation of shutting up the 
Kimberley mines will cause a further in- 
crease—probably 30 per cent—in the price. 

If the water gets into the workings it 
may take a year, or even two, before the 
mines will be again in full working order. 
So prices are almost certain to reach ex- 
travagant figures.”’ 

The Rhodes combination controlling the 
diamond market of the world, have stock 
on hand of an estimated value of $15.000.- 
000. So. their profit from the war must be 
enormous.

MASS MEETING OF CITIZENS. 


Sympathy for the Boers Expressed and 
Great Britain Denounced—Philip- 
pine War Inhumane. 


A mass meeting at Aschenbroegel 
604 Market street, last night condemfed 
the policy of the Administration in regard 
to the Philippine and Boer wars: In the 
first, the position of the United States was 
declared directly opposite to the spirit of 
Independence and in the Beer war the Mc- 
Kinley Administration was domineered by 
English influences. 

Owen Miller called the meeting to order. 
In the opening speech he said he thought 


there Was a secret understanding between 
the Administration and Joseph Chuamber- 
lain, Coionial Secretary, and he believed the 
people of the United States did not know 
the true relations, and so they condemned 
the present executive poiicy. He reviewed 
the course of Great britain since the in- 
dependence of the United States, He de- 
clared that if it had not been for the 
intervention of Russia in '61, Engiand would 
oy declared war against the United 
ates. 

“Now,” he sald, “comes McKinleyI., Em- 
peror of the Phi.ippines, who began as a 
clerk to Abraham Lincoln and took a to- 
boggan élide to Mark Hanna. We protest 
against any Alilance with forejgn nations, 
and especially with Bngland. wouid 
\rather believe honest old Paul Kruger than 
ali the scarlet-coated men of Briton," 

Deafening spplause followed the close of 
Mr. Miller's remarks. 

Wiliam J. Atkinson was called to the 
chair, He condemned the Philippine war 
and likened President McKin.iey to Cesar 
and Hannibal.. He said McKinley was con- 
ducting a War that robbed people of their 
liberties and that soldiers of this great gov- 
ernment d churches and burned towns, 

After Frank K. Ryan had been chosen 
secretary, Judge Krum wae introduced. 
The Phillppine war, be thought, wag ne- 
farious, unamerican and destitute of the 
Sympathy of a majority of the people of the 
United States.

Chamberlain asked that the peop.e do not 
criticise th Olicy of the government in 
expanding British territory because in con- 
tinuous expansion lay the hopes of the 
British laborer. It was thus shown, ac- 
cording to the author and the speaker, that 
British wars of conquest were not waged 
to give people better government, but to ex- 
pand British trade. The South African 
war was waged, he said, on that principle.

“Kipling, though not a poet in the hee 
sense of the word, is as near a poet as can 
be tolerated by the hasty, ephemeral judg- 
ment of the day. He represents with more 
or less accuracy what the mob is thinking. 
when savage animalism and ignorant vain- 
glory being in the ascendant. 

‘““Hevis hailed on every street corner, and 


: is crowned by every newspaper, Kipling, on 


scarcely any single occasion: has uttered 
anything that does not suggest moral base- 
ness or hover dangerously near it.’’ 
Turning to the conditiun of -the public 
mind, of which Kipling’s success is a symp- 
tom, Buchanan rates “the coarse and soul- 
less patriotism of the hour,” adding: 
‘True imperialism has nothifg in common 
with mere lust of conquest, with the vulgar

- Politics as a profession 
is a bad thing, by this I mean the desire 
for holding office; the hunger that causes 
one to be continually seeking office. There 
is another kind of politics, however, the 
olitics that a man follows unselfishly, hop- 
ng to be instrumental in the establishing of 
righteous principles of national economy. 
This last is a commendable pursuit. 
‘My advice to all young men would be to 
let politics alone as a profession. It Is all 
chance. It doesn’t pay unless you win.

FILIPINOS IN A BAD LIGHT. 


HE SAYS THAT AGUINALDO’S OR- 
DER WAS TO SPARE NONE. 


Complete Report of the Commander 
Includes Explanation of the Con- 
dition Under Which Chinese 

' Are Excluded. 


WASHINGTON, TD. C., Dec. 2.—The re- 
port of Gen. Otis on th® operat‘ons in the 
Philippines up to August 31 last has been 
made public by the War Department. It 
is a volume of 273 pages with an appen- 
dix of minor reports almost as large. The 
report is a chronological recapitulat:on of 
events in the islands since Gen. Otis took 
command, 

The correspondence between Gen. Otis 

and Aguinaldo before the outbreak of ac- 
tive hostilities receives much space, and 
more is taken up with the detailed ac- 
counts of the various engagements. In 
-eonnection with the Filipino uprising in 
| the suburbe of Manila the night of Feb- 
ruary 22, Gen. Otis prints the translation 
of one of Aguinaldo’s proclamat:ons which 
-incited this demonstration. The paper 
‘ Was discovered on the 15th, and the plans 
, of the insurgents were checkmated. It 
| called for the assembling of the Manlia 
militia in the rear of the American out- 
posts. At the sound of attack from the 
outside the insurgents in the city were to 
fall on and butcher the whole of the 
foreign population, respecting nothing but 
native Filipino families. All the jail pris- 
oners were to be released and armed to as- 
sist in the massacre. The plan was suc- 
cessful only in so far that about 10,000 
armed insurgents assembled behind the 
American line. In the fight of that day and 
oo eect day about 600 of these were 
, ed. 

Gen. Otis relates minutelg the difficul- 
ties encountered in dealing with the for- 
e'gn merchants whose business was inter- 
fered with by the war, the outlining of 
plans of revenues and customs, the nego- 
tiations with the Switan of Sulu, from 
whom he says Gen. Bates secured more 
.concessiong in a month than Spain had 
béeen able to secure in 300 years; the in- 
stitution of town governments, the es- 
tablishment of schools and caring for a 
large number of prisoners, both Spanish 
and native. 

In concluding his report, Gen. Ot!s says 
that it may prove fortunate that Aguin- 
aldo’s insurrection was not stamped out in- 
stanter upon its inception. He says that 
the natives throughout the island have 
eacefully and even gincty accepted Amer- 
can ene Mega of their towns whenever 
the American troops appeared, a that 
they have learned by experience that the 
insurgents have made a specialty of mur- 
der, outrage and robbery under the guise of 
pp a free and independent govern- 
ment. . 

Gen. Otis says that upon the withdrawal 
ef American troops in each instance the 
Insurgents have had a chance to see the 
difference between Amencan and native

“Ben Hur” easily surpassed old-time lim- 
its as a theajrical spectacle.

The panorama 
of the chariot race scene alone required 
3,600 square feet of cloth. 

The thariot race scerf probably attracted 
the greatest popular interest. It consumed 
only about five minutes in the entire spec- 
tacle. Eight horses attached to chariots 
were revealed running like mad in front of 
os background. 

e cradles and threadmills on which 
the horses ran cost in experiment and final 
construction about $15,000. 

For their introduction the stage of the 
theater had to be rebuilt and heavy steel 
truss work, capable of 1 other forty 
tons, placed underneath. The racing ma- 
chines contain 1,600 rubber tired wheels: 
Several machines were bullt béfore one was 
made which was considered perfect. . 

The management began its search for 
horses as long ago as last June. One hun- 
dred and twenty were tried before twelve 
were chosen which were deemed equal to 
the requirements. Pach one tallied exact- 
ly with the pres or nt in Gen. allace’s 
novel. Each cost between $200 and $250. 

A stable was rented and a special tread- 
mill was built, and each horse was trained 
for an hour every day, during nearly four 
months. There is°a camel in the play, ‘but 
he inherited the act®r’s art of repose. He 
needed no training or adtention, although 
a professional animal te tat was engaged 
to attend to him. Three hundred and six- 
ty-two poo are required for each per- 
formance: There are } speaking characters 
intrusted to skilled acfors.

wenty-~two negroes appear in the scenes. 

The total number of costumes is 6@. 
They were all designed in this city from 
models obtained after careful archaelogical 
research. Six hundred pairs of shoes worn 
during the play cost the management an 
item of $2,100. The beards and wigs amount- 
ed to another matter of $1,800. 

The electrical and calcium paraphernalia 
is one of the most important elements In 
the production, and wonderful skill was in- 
volved in securing the delicate half tone 
effects which reappear frequently through- 
out the production. 

The expenses of preliminary electrical ex- 
periments was $3,000. In the Miracle scene 
the shaft'of white light typifying the Mes- 
siah is of 15,000 candle power. 

It is probable that the spectacle will re- 
main in New York for more than a year. 

As long as the audiences remain at thelr 
present size it will be witnessed by 13,000 
people every week.

IMPERIALISM AND GOLD. 


AN APPEAL TO THE PATRIOTISM 
OF THE PEOPLE. 


With His Feet Upon the Gold Standard 
the President Will Discuss 
the Problems of Ex- 
pansion. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—The third an- 
nual message which President McKinley 
will send to Congress on Monday or Tues- 
day, will*unduubtedly be the most valuable 
political document his party will issue dur- 
ing the campaign next year, when he will 
have been renominated. 

The entire message has been drawn with 
the sole idea of -catching votes.’ Its two 
most conspicuous features will be an appeal 
to the patriotism of the ptople and the 


financial platform. The patriotic plea was 
couched: in extravagant metaphors, historic, 
laudatory and seductive. 

he leaders who assisted in arranging the 
message pronounce it to ‘be irresistable. Mr. 
Hanna is exuberently enthusiastic over it, 
and the leaders of Jess importance have to 
use a lot of adjectives when they speak of 
it...But the most potent featuré of the mes- 
sage, as the less sentimental leaders view 
it, will be that portion devoted to the finan- 
ces of the country. Gold, gold, gold—will 
be the keynote. 

Throughout the entire message, whenever 
there is an opportunity to interject it, the 
golden theme will be tntroduced. The eva- 
sive and half apologetic declaration in the 
St. Louis platform of 189 will be ignored 
and the most emphatic language be em- 
ployed to make manifest the purpose of the 
President to stand unquestionably for cur- 
rency reform from a single standard. 

In dealing with imperialism the President 
will exercise extreme caution, 
himself with an historical review of the at- 
tempt to reconstruct the governments of 
Cuba, Porto Rico, the hig og ™ y Hawaii 
and Guam. No reference will bé made to 
the treaty which the President has made 
with the | 7 eAmoUs Sultan of Sulu. No 
recommendations will be made concerning 
the sort of government to be eventually es- 
tablished in the Philippines. 

Regarding Cuba the President will con- 
fine his recommendations to a further de- 
velopment of the government he has es- 
tablished there, suggesting an extension of 
the civil features of At, which have already 
been experimented. 

He will undoubtedly recommend the es- 
tablishment of legislative and judicial heads 
to supervise the administration of the laws 
by Cubans, who may be elected to effice 
next year, and the gradual withdrawal of 
the military forces that govertis at present. 

Porto Rico, he will say, should have a 
territorial form of government, similar to 
that enjoyed by Arizona, New Mexico and 
Alaska. The President will also suggest 
that more moderate tariff regulations be 
provided for Cuba and Porto Rico. 

Hawali, the President will point to as an 
example of what the other colonies may be- 
come under favorable conditions. He will 
suggest a liberal territorial form of govern- 
ment, as he believes these people are capa- 
ble. of caring for themselves under the 
watchful eye of the United States. 

Guam and the new Samoan island, which 
the United States hag inherited, will not 
come in for any particular attention at 
the hands of the esident, he believing 
that they are both properly conducted. 

The diplomatic features of the message 
will be confined to the usual expressions 
of amity to all nations. ‘ 

The suggestions of the Secretary of the 
Navy and of the Secretary of War regard- 
ing their respective departments will be 
embraced in the President's message. He 
will sanction the addition to the navy of 
an armored cruiser of 13,000 tons displace- 
ment, 12 gunboats of 900 tons arid three pro- 
tected cruisers of 8000 tons. He will also 
recommend a change in the law for reward- 
ing officers for conspicuous conduct in bat- 
tle and for extraordinary heroism. Inc!- 
dentally, he will call attention to the ne- 
cessity for more Hberal pension laws to 
cover such cases as that of the family of 
Capt. Gridley of the Olympia. 

The President will also sanction the rec- 
ommendation of the Secretary of War for 
the establishment of an interchangeable 
staff, s0.as to compel staff and line officers 
to serve in both branches of the service. 
He will ‘also recommend the creation of 
a school of military tactics for the instruc- 
tion of officers. he creation of an addi- 
tional number of major-generals will also 
be recommended. The President will urge 
Congress to enact the Hanna-Payne ship- 
ping bill which proposes a subsidy to ves- 
sels carrying American registry. 

In connection with the President's in- 
dorsement of it he will suggest the neces- 
sity for the completion of the Isthmia 
Canal as soon as possible. 

The report of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, which w:ll accompany the President's 
message, will be pointed out as a most sat- 
isfactofy showing of the condition of the 
nation’s finances. 
Afrangements have been made to print 
10,000 more copies of the message than are 
usually issued. These will be for general 
and political distribution. 


_ LEAD AND ZINC ORE. 


Large Increase in Output Shown in 
Miuing Report.

Mine Inspector George E. Quinby will state 
in his annual report on lead and zinc that 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1899, the 
output of lead was 70,829 tons and of zinc 
ore 181,480 tons, valued at $9,120,861. 

Jasper County last year produced lead and 
zinc ore amounting to $3,085,795; this. year 
the product amounts to $5,476,920, showing 
an increase of $2,391,125, or i] per cent. 

Newton County 


had an output last year 
amounting to $224,589; thie year its ore sold 
for $465,464, showing an increase of $240,876, 
or 107 per cent. 

Lawrence County had an output last year 
amounting to $362,815; this year her output 
amounts to $767,806, an increase of $404,990, 
or 111 per cent. 

The three counties above named produced 
99 per cent of the total outout of ginc.

MR, GAVETT EXPLAIN 


AMOUNT OF OASHIER TUCH- 
SCHMIDT'S DEFALOATION. 


NEW SYSTEM OF CHECKING. 


= the Stamps Had Been Counted Daily 
It Is Said the Embezzlement 
Might Have Been Prevented. 


When Treasury Inspector Gavett con- 
ciudes his investigation of the books of 
Arnold Tuchschmidt there will probably 
be a new system of checking accounts in- 
augurated in the local Internal Revenue 
Department. 

Those famillar with the inner workings 
of the office say it would have been im- 
possible for Tuchschmidt to have diverted 
a dollar of the Government funds if the 
stamps were counted dally. 

Inspector Gavett told the ‘Post-Dispatch 
yesterday that this should have been done 
at the close of business each day regard- 


less of the trouble involved in so doing. 

Chief Deputy Canley reposed confidence 
In his trial balafice, which is prepared 
monthly, and which, he says, wouid have 
instaritiy detected any irregularities. The 
stamps, Mr. Cantley sdid, could not be 
counted every day, as there is constantly 
@bout $1,000,000 on hand. 

Revenue stamps, so expert accountants 
Say, are no more difficult to handle than 
paper currency. Millions of gold and sil- 
ver certificates are often counted at the:, 
United States Subtreasury in the course 
of a day. 

In the Subtreasury, where the funds are 
scrupulously guarded, the different fellers 
are not allowed more currency than is 
necessary for business requirements, and 
they have to balance to the cent with the 
chief teller’s books every day. 

It has been shown that Tuchschmidt had 
charge of the entire receipts of the Internal 
Revenue office and all the stamps were in 
his care. From time to time, according to 
the inspector, he held out money and 
showed a corresponding difference In the 
amount of his sales, 

He had pursued these methods, it is said, 
for several months and the examination 
now in progress’ may show for a much 
longer time. , 

Inspector Gavett states that his investi- 
gation up to last Monday morning showed 
that Tuchschmidt had embezzled a little 
mae sakes’ aus :

SEDALIA, Mo., Dec. 2—A member of the 
Sedalia Alumni: Society of the Missouri 
State University has taken the initiative in 
inaugurating an eight-oared ‘university shel 
race that receivec the indorsement of the 
Alumni Societies over the State assembled 
in Kansas City Thanksgiving day.

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CULLOM ON 
HAWAII'S FUTURE 


Believes the Islands Should 
Be Made a Territory. 


INDORSED BY M’KINLEY. 


THE SENATOR OUTLINES HIS 
PLANS TO POST-DISPATCH. 


‘Werritorial Form of Government Will 


Be Advocated at the Coming 
Session of Congress With- 
yut Delay.

Gpecial to-the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. @—Senator Cullom 
wants Hawalil made a territory, and so 
does the President. The Senator outlined 
his plans for, the coming Congress to a 
Pos ispatch reporter to-day. 

“Or of my first efforts at the coming 
sess of the Senate,”’ aaid he, ‘‘will be 
to urge the consideration of legislation 
to complete the taking in of Hawali by the 
United States. I have talked with Presi- 
dent McKinley concerning the steps to 
be taken, and he agrees. with me that 
there should be no delay. The government 
I shallbadvocate will be territorial and pro- 
vide for the same representation in Con- 
gress that the United States has heretofore 
granted her Territories. 

‘“*That the people of the Hawaiian Islands 


‘are qualified to manage their own affairs 


and are entitled to a delegate in the House 
of Representatives to voice their will, no 
one who has a knowledge of the Hawalian 
question should deny. The native Hawaii- 
ans are a kindly, affectionate people, con- 
fiding and liberal, and they are intelligent 
to a degree of intelligence that has not 
been attained by many communities of the 
Union. 

“For nearly © years they have enjoyed 
a@ constitutional form of government bused 
on the American system, and tested by any 
reasonable test, Hawaii will show that she 


has a right to come under the principle 
that entitles every inteiligent American- 
spirited community to representation in 
tne Congress of the United States. 

“It is sald that to permit Hawaii to have 
a delegate in Cungress would be a step in 
the direction of permitting the territory to 
have at some time in the future Senators 
and Representatives ‘in Congress; that it 
would, in fact, be a step in the direction 
of her admission to the Union. In the 
opinion of some people this idea is unde- 
sirable, because they do not believe that 
a territory separated from the mainland 
should ever be admitted as a State. These 
objectors declare that all territories of this 
kind should be held as colonjes. In regard 
to this I think it would Le a’ waste of 
words to attempt to distinguish between a 
territorial and colonial form of government 

rie the Constitution of the United 

ates, 

If Hawall were made a colony this would 
not prevent it from becoming a State at 
some future time, if circumstances demand- 
ed, and Congress should so determine. If, 
on the other hand, it was made a territory, 
this would not insure that it would become 
a State. 

“Tn either case it might be given a govern- 
ment, by whatever name ‘allied, either more 
or less liberal than the governments of 
British colonies or some American Terri- 
tories. The real question is, what is the 
best form of government for the isiands 
at the present time, considering the needs 
of the islands and the focm of government 


already existing there, and the interests of" 


the United States and the forms of gov- 
ernment approved by American opinion? 
“It is obvious that Congress should be 
troubled as little as possible with legisla. 
tion for the islands, on the one hand, and 
for this reason, as well as becauee it is in 
harmony with American and republican 
institutions, the islands should be given 
as iibera] and representative a vernment 
as can safefy be given them. Hawaii does 
not ask to be admitted as a State. If the 
time ever comes when the number and 
character of her population are such as to 
| otherwise entitle ‘her to statehood, it wi!l 
, then be time enough to consider whether it 
jis good policy to admit as a State a ter- 
bie separated from the mainland. 
“What is done with Hawali cannot be 
\Fegarded as a precedent as to what shal! 
be done -with Porto Rico and the Philip- 
ae. Hawaii etands alone. Her case is 
| nique. Hawali is already an American 
country and has been for many years, Her 
poeple are Americag in spirit and totally 
ifferent from the vast numbers who in- 
‘habit the other newly acquired islands, and

“Tt is an established fact that. flowing 
water purifies itself. By the time the 
water flows down ‘to the Chain of Rocks, 
is pumped into the works through a layer 
of sand, is pumped into, settling—basins, 
from there forced to the topot great towers 
and then shot through pipesSall over the 
city I contend that disease germs in it have 
all been destroyed. 

“Ascribing the infection to the water does 
not account for the fact that typhoid fever 
occurred only over a circumscribed area. 
The fact that this area was far removed 
from the Waterworks and the water had 
had every chance to purify itself tends to 
discredit the -theory. The fect that in 
Lowell. where the water comes direct from 


-the Waterworks, there was no fever at all.

‘‘Even granting that there are germs in the 
water as it come from the hydrant it does 
not follow that the infection is due to that. 
The seat of the disease is in the intestinal 
tract, in the small intestines, where the 
greater part of the food is digested. The 
water taken ihto the stomach does not pass 
through these intestines. It is claimed that 
the germs intréduced into the stomach 
through the water drank is carried thence 
into the intestines, but this is far fetched. 
It is a good deal more convenient and a 
good deal more plausible to ascribe it to 
the food directly or to other agencies which 
are more direct. 

“The typhoid fever epidemic occurred in 
a district where the plumbing is supposed 


to be of the best. That is a mistake. There | 


are a great many flats, and the plumbing’ 
in thous is notoriously cheap and bad. But 
even if the plumbing was all that could 
be desired the sewers would account for 
the spread of the infection. The sewerage 
in the newer parts of town is very im- 
perfect. It is in these parts that typhoid 
and other fevers rage most. Qut beyond 
5800 there is right now more malaria than 
in any other part of the city, and it is of 
the most virulent type. It is not the water 
which causes it. It is thé sewers, plus 
imperfect plumbing, plus _ negligence and 
incompetence in the Health Department. 
That department seems to be powerless 
to compel the observance of sanitary re- 
quirements which are necessary to the 
preservation of health. They have ‘sani- 
tary inspectors, plumbing inspectors and 
all other kinds of insvectors. They go te 
a house and inspect the plumbing and f° 
away and make a report and that is the 
end of it. The landlord does not make the 
necessary repairs and the tenant is lucky 
if he does not die. 

“Filtration of water does not make wa- 
ter pure. It makes it more agreeable to 
look at by eliminating the harmless colof- 
ing which comes from the soil, but ({f 
there is impufity or the germs of disease 
in it filtration does not remove them. The 
only thing whi can do that ts boiling 
or distillation. 

‘If the sewers are looked after better. 
owners of buildings are compelled to have 
the plumbing in good condition, the streets 
and alleys are kept clean, I will let. my 
patients drink all the river wA&ater they 
want to and I will assure them that they 
will not contract typhoid fever.”’

GOVERNMENT HAS DROPPED 
THEIR PROSECUTION. 


AGENTS ACTED TOO HASTILY. 


Washington Authorities Decided the 
Stonehill Wine Co. Was Inno- 
cent of Wrongdoing. 


The prosecution of George Stark and his 
son, Otto G. Stark, who, as president and 
secretary of the Stonehill Wine Co., were 
arrested a few months ago on a warrant 
charging them with a violation of the in- 
ternal revenue law has been dropped. 

In accordance with orders received direct 
from the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue at Washington civil and criminal 
action against the persons mentioned was 
dismissed in the United States District 
Court yesterday. 

It is stated on high authority that the 
local revenue agents acted hasti.y in caus- 
ing the arrest of young Stark and his 
father. ; 

The Stonehill Wine Co. is the largest con- 
cern of its kind in the West. The plant, 
which was seized by the Government, is 
jocated at Hermann, Gasconade County, 
Mo. It is valued at $250,000. They were 
taken into custody on information furnished 
the authorities by Collector Grennem and 
two of his deputies, 

l’nited States Marshals, armed 
warrant. went to Mr. Stark’s. home in 
Hermann and placed him under arrest 
The old man was dum- 
founded at the charge and told the Mar- 
shals it was the first intimation he had 
that there were irreguiarities connected 
with the distillery. He declared his inno- 
cence of any wrong-doing and pleaded that 
his arrest was unwarranted. Accompany- 
the Marshals was Revenue Agent 3ock, 
‘ho took charge of the still.

Mr. Hough 4de- 
clared at the outset that the action of 
Collector Grenner and his men was an 
outrage and he proposed to carry his 
Clients’ grievance to Washington. 

Washington has spoken, and in an un- 
mistakable manner has apprised Collector 
Grenner of its decision. 

“Theer was no reason,’ said Mr. Hough, 
“for the premature steps taken by the 
Certainly there Was 
no occasion to bring criminal action 
against Mr. Stark and his son, and as the 
local officials seemed to treat my conten- 
tion with indifference I went to Wash- 
ington And laid the situation before the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 

“It was clearly established that neither 
of the Starks had been guilty of any at- 
tempt to defraud the government. In 
their employ was a green clerk who failed 
to comaln with certain requirements of 
the Internal Revenue Department. He 
knew no more than I would that he was 
acting contrary to the Government stat- 
utes. 

“Numerous cases of the kind are set- 
tled right along at the Internal Revenue 
Department without recourse to law. 

“When matters were presented in the 
proper light we paid into the Government 
$1500, not because there was any evidence 
that we should have done so before, but 
merely to straighten out the Irregularities 
referred to, upon which the Government 
had based the warrant for the arrest of 
the Starks. Mind you, there was no fraud 
committed, nor was there any intent to 
defraud shown. Mr. Stark did not care to 
be worried with any legal proceedings. 

“I do not deny that the Revenue De- 
partment acted in good faith, but it was 
the manner of their action that we might 
be disposed to criticise.”

Mr. Charles T. Yerkes of Chicago is going to New York 
to live,. where he can’ better enjoy the $30,000,000 presented 
him by the city of Chicago. 

Mr. Yerkes has had an eventful career. He began business 
in Philadelphia 40 years ago, but was not unusually success- 
ful until he invaded Chicdiee in 1883 with $40,000. He organ- 
ized a syndicate there in 1888 and got control of the street car 
systems of the city. He “financed” them with great skill, 
and through the generosity and dishonesty of the Board of 
Aldermen obtained franchises which have netted him an 
enormous fortune composed of the “unearned increment.” 
The “easy’’ Aldermen turned public values into Mr. Yerkes’ 
pockets, which in any reasonable view ought to have been 
kept for the use and benefit of the city iself. 

We know something of similar practices in St. Louis. The 
United Railways Company has made off with some $50,000,- 
000 of the ‘unearned increment which might have been de- 
voted to the improvement. of the streets, and perhaps been 
employed getting the city ready for the World’s Fair. But 
the Governor of Missouri listened to arguments and our 
blessed Municipal Assembly did the rest. 

Now the “financiers” can go to New York’to enjoy the 
wealth they get in St. Louis. When they meet Mr. Yerkes 
they will poke him in the ribs and he will return the com- 
pliment. It’s a good joke. But it’s on the other fellows. 
So why shouldn't they enjoy it? 

Did somebody say money couldn't be got without earning 
it? That’s good .enough doctrine for common folks, but 
“financiers” know better.

A TELEPHONE NUMBER CAUSES 
AN INJUNCTION SUIT.

INFRINGEMENT IS RESENTED. 


Owner Says His Telephone Number Is 
a Part of His Business and No 
One Else Is Entitled to It. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW omega Dec. 2.—Has a tele- 
phone number, after being printed in a 


book, advertised and used for a period of 


time, a commercia] value? 

If so, how much, and has the Civil Dis- 
trict Court the power to set that valuation? 

The visit of Mr. R. Galloway of Memphis, 
Tenn., president of the Galloway Coal Co., 
has sprung the above legal questions and he 
has inaugurated the most novel injunction 
suit ever filed in the State of Louisiana, 
and from the failure of old-time jurists to 
recall similar cases, it may prove to be 
the only one of its kind in judicial history. 

Briefly put, President Galloway has 
brought an injunction proceeding against 
Mr. <. A. Andrews of this city to restrain 
him from using his telephone number, og 
the ground that it had become a piece Of 
personal property. with valuation and c@m- 
mercial standing. He says his telephone 
number is a part of an established business 
which has a real value on its face. 

Mr. Galloway is one of the largest of the 
Alabama coal dealers. He resides in Mem- 
phis, while the mines of the company are 
in Alabama. He registered at the St. 
Charles Hotel Monday morning. 

The company has maintained a branch 
office on Perdido street for years. Cn No- 
vember 15 the manager, Mr. C. A. Andrews, 
resigned and went into the coal business 
for himself. Mr. Galloway said last night 
that this odd suit had grown out of a trans- 
action of Mr. Andrews by which he had 
gone to the two telephone companies and 
asked for contracts for service to his new 
office, claiming the old number of the Cal- 
loway firm 

‘‘My number is 343," said President Gallo- 
way. “I have had it for years. The Cum- 
berland Telegraph and Telephone Co. gave 
me that figure. I used it, advertised it in 
the Picayune, posted it on billboards and 
it was printed in the telephone guidebook. 
All my frequent dealers learned my num- 
ber (343) by heart. They would go to the 
line and call up the Galloway Coal Co. 


without ever having to look up the num- 
per. They knew it. The People’s Tele- 
phone Co. came into existence. I took their 
service and they gave me the same num- 
ber (343). 

“When mry manager, Mr. Andrews, left 
our service he went to the telephone lines 
and applied for contracts, claiming the old 
number (343). The People’s company gave 
him the service and have printed that num- 
ber in their latest books as his phone num- 
ber. The Cumberland poops would not 
change, and have not. Through my attor- 
neys, Fenner, Henderson & Fenner, I to- 
day filed an injunction against the People’s 
Telephone Co. to prevent them from al- 
lowing Andrews to have my telephone num-

that it will be carried to the Supreme Court, 
all for the purpose of determining whether 
a telephone number has a value or not. 


NEW WAY TO CATCH LEONIDS 


By Use of Curved Plates, Astronomers 
Say, Over 950 Miles Can Be 
Covered by a Camera. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Dec. 2.—Experiments 
which may revolutionize astronomical pho- 
tography were made here during the flight 
of the meteors last week. Six excellent 
photographs: of Leonids were secured by 
Profs. John A. Brashear and F. L. O. 
Wadsworth on curved plates specially made 
for the pyrpose. 

Of the six views three have been devel- 
oped, and the photographers will furnish 
data astronomers have long been trying to 
secure. The photographs were taken from 
the Allegheny observatory and from Green- 
tree Hill, the latter noint being one of the 
highest in Allegheny County. 

Prof. Brashear said to-day. ‘‘While the 
night was very bad for photographic pur- 
poses, the pictures of stars which I ob- 
tained were the best I have ever seen. We 
covered ten t.mes the area that was pos- 
sible with the ordinary prates, and the pic- 
tures of stars are well defined and con- 
tinue so clear to the edges of the plates, 
a condition which it was formerly impossi- 
ble to obtain. 

“Curved plates are the proper thing for 
astronom cal photography, and have opened 
up new possibilities in this field. In’ the 
plates developed the fleld covered was 350 
square miles, while formerly 90 square miles 
was all that could be included.”

STOCKS SOLD OVER AND OVER 
AGAIN WITHOUT MOVEMENT. 


REPORTS, ARE MANIPULATED. 


Board of Trade Is Itself Powerless 
Under the Iron Hand of the Stor- 
age Trust cnd the Transpor- 

tation Lines. 4 


CHICAGO, Nov. 26.—Charles Councel- 
man, the boss of the Chicago elevator 
system, in his testimony before the In- 
dustrial Commission this week, admitted 
that five men met every day near the 
Chicago Board of Trade and fixed the 
price to be paid for wheat the next day. 
He explained that this was done to bene- 
fit Chicago to bring the wheat here for 
storage. 

Further testimony indicated that the ele- 
vator “cobine’’ controlled the price of 
wheat on the Chicago Board of Trade, 
except on abnormal occasions such as @ 
famine in Europe or when a plunger like 
Joe Leiter comes in and _  temporafily 
makes a success. It was the elevator com- 
bine and the railroads, indignant at 
Leiter’s intrusion, that wound up that 
young man with a loss of $7,000,000. Since 
then no one has dared to dispute the 
sway of the ‘‘combine.”’ 

The chief object of the elevator men is 
to keep their elevators full of grain, sell 
it for future delivery, collect the storage, 
and, when delivery day comes around, 
mix the wheat with inferior grades to 
such an extent that the purchaser may 
incur a loss in accepting, thus forcing him 
to liquidate and leave the wheat with the 
“combine.” It is then sold for another 
future delivery and the same manipula- 
tion repeated. 

“The railway and elevator combine,” 
said ‘Mr. Greeley, “block the natural flow 
of commerce. Millions upon millions af 
bushels of wheat are hoarded at market 
centers to depress™prices, for these men 4 
being carriers of grain for storage pend- | 
ing the time of future delivery, for which 
the product is sold, it is evident that the 
lower they can get the values of the crops 
the less the insurance, interest and other 
charges necessary to hold them, conse- 
quently the larger profits. The storage 
charges always remain the same, not de- 
clining in proportion to the depreciation 
in the value of crops. This system of 
hoarding and selling for future delivery 
drives away and discourages investors and 
buyers. It forces them to sell out and 
perpetuates an endless chain of ‘liquida- 
tion.’ This storage combine encourages 
‘bear raiders’ and bucket shops, whose 
success is made possible by the operations 
of the trust. Farmers, merchants and la- 
borers suffer.”’ 


To illustrate. the position of the trust: 
Suppose the collector of the port of New 
York should engage in the tea, coffee or 
silk business and pay no duty on his im- 
ports, but charge all,other handlers of 
these goods full duty. And not only this, 
but should take upon himself the right to 
mix, sort and manipubate in trade the 
silks, teas and coffees of the public. How 
long would competition with him exist? 
The public pays al] the storage. The ware- 
houseman pays no storage and owns and 
deals in grain. 

Competition for the crops. is already ex- 
tinct. The trust has re@éady fixed the 
price at which the grain is marketed. It 
has already advanced a long way toward 
fixing the orice at which the public must 
take the wheat and flour. Two things must 
be done, educate and organize the ople; 
tell the farmer what forces are at work 
making their producte sell under the cost 
of production. Let farmers and laborers 
know their battles are the same, and that 
wheat in the 60s and 50s, corn under 20 
cents and oats around 20 cents in Chicago 
with ruinous rates of freight to be paid 
out of these figures, present a condition 
known to all—under-consumption, 

The primary cause of the depression {i 
grain prices is due to a pwhblic official act- 
ing a8 a private grain dealer in a pwblic 
warehouse, with the permission and co- 
operation of railroad companies. 


Many of the cauees of hard times in re- 
cent years arise from this alliance. Public 
grain warehougsemen are the servants of 
the people, licensed by the State, created 
by virtue of the necessities of commerce, 
who, while authorized by law to act as 
cultivators only, usurp other privileges, 
form a trust and year by year kill the 
interesta of the producers, who creaied 
them. Their motto is “the lower the prives, 
the larger our profits."’ 

The courts have dec'ded that public ware- 
hoveemen could not deil in grain. Then the 
trust went to a recent “boodle” Legisia- 
ture and hed a bill passed giving them 
power to deal and manipulate other peo- 
ple’s property. It became other peopie's 

roperty when it was soid for future de- 
ivery. 

Before the elevator men went into the 
grain business and began manipulating 
prices Chicago was the greatest grain mar- 
ket in the world. The price was always 
around $1 a bushel: There were plenty of 
buyers and competition sustained prices. 
Between 1887 and 1890 new forces began to 
he felt. The interstate commerce law had 
gone into effect and before the close of 1890 
nearly every railroad entering Chicago 
made an alliance and took elevator systems 
under its protection and gained control of

CHICAGO, Dec. 2.—The Industrial 
Commission, through its sub-commit- 
tee on transportation. has during its 
— sessions here established this 
act: 

That the greatest combination in the 
United States to-day is the combina- 
tion that fixes the maximum price to 
be paid the farmers of the country for 
500,000,000 bushels of epring and win- 
ter wheat harvested annually. The 
proportions of this “combine” dwarf 
the Sugar Trust, Standard Oil, Feder- 
al Steel and the other giants. In the 
“combine” are four railroad systems 
with a mileage of 2%,000 miles and a 
total capital of stock and bonds 
| amounting to $1,000,000,000. These rati- 
roads are the Chicago, Buriington & 
Quincy, Chicago Rock Island @& Pa- 
cific, Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, 
Chicago and Northwestern. 

There are five men who meet every 
day in Chicago and fix the maximum 
price to be paid the farmer next day 
for his wheat. The principals are Ar- 
mour & Co., Charles Counselman, 
Ware & Co., Bartlett Frazier and the 
Peaveys of Minneapolis. The, men 
who meet are their agents and do their 
bidding. 

“Each one of these firms represent 
one of the railroads. Armour has the 
St. Paul, Counselman the Rock I¢4- 
land and the railroads discriminate and 
rebate in favor of this big elevator 
‘combine,’ "’ is the testimony of 8. H. 
Greeley.. 
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The great volume of the Chicago stoc 
now some 20,000, bushels, invites “sho 
sellers’’ in every market in the world to 
make sales here. 

This they would not dare to do but for 
the abnormal accumulations brought here 
and held by unnatural means. The alliance 
between the railroads and elevators has re- 
sulted in reaching out after millions of 
bushels of grain not naturally tribu to 
the Chicago market. When gathered here 
it is used to depress prices and never be 
given up so long as storage can be collected 
on it. Cargoes of wheat bqught on Euro- 

ean account in Argentine, Australia, In- 

aand Russia, as well as stocks at other 
points of accumulation, are sold against 
or hedged in Chicago. This market is thus

By the most brazen methods the ‘“‘com- 
bine’ controls the price and movement of 
grain and forces buyer and sgliler to their 
terms. With the assistance of the railroads 
it has driven nearly every independent 
shipper and buyer out of the market. 

President Stickney of the Great West- 
ern Railway said: ‘“‘This unrestricted pow- 
er to acriminete in the matter of rates, 
lodged ia the hands of one man, the man. 
ager, say, of 3000 miles of railway, should 
never be lodged in the hands of any human 
being. Under such conditions what bust- 
ness is safe? The average business man 
feels strong enough and acute enough to 
cope with his competitors on equal terms, 
but here is 4 power he cannot compete with 
and he cannot avoid. This power, like a 
goveri.met, has authority to make tariffs 
and enforce their civilized government 
claims and no sovereign has dared exe 
for centuries, of rebating a portion of its 
tariff, and thus discriminating between its 
subjects in the collection of its revenues, 
It safe to say that if the Congress of 
the United States should enact a law which 
established on any commodity an unjust 
duty for the city of New York and a differ- 
ent duty for other cities, or one duty for 
one firm and another duty for another firm, 
the people would resort to arms rather than 
submit.” . 

The recent reinstatement of A. J. Val- 
entine, Armour’s Board of Trade represent- 
ative, who was suspended for a crimina) 
offense, indicates the power of the trust. 
Here ts a statement of the affair, made to 
the beard by John Hill, Jr. It throws a 
side light on the manipulation of the trust.

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STATE HAS BROUGHT SUIT 
AGAINST 194 CORPORATIONS. 


DIDNT SIVE. INFORMATION. 


Secretary of State Called on Them for 
a Statement and He Alleges He: 
Received No Response. 


Circu't Attorney Theodore C: Eggers filed 
suits yesterday against 19% corporations, 
which, he alleges, have failed to comply 
with the law of Missouri regulat:ng cor- 
porations of State origin. 

The specific complaint is that the defend- 
ants have failed to furnish Secretary of 
State Lesueur w.th a, statement of their 
capital stock, the par value of theiy shares, 
their financial condition, their relations 
with other corporations and the names of 
their officers, together with the extent to 
which they are interested in the company. 

The penalty tixed by the law for failing to 
comply with these prov.sions of the law 
is a fine of $100 a day for the time during 
which the delinquency continues. Circuit 
Attorney Eggers alleges that the delinquen- 
cy has already extended over 10 days and 
asks judgment in the sum of $1000 in each 
of the cases. He also asked that the State 
by reimbursed for its costs in prosecuting 
the proceedings to judgment. Mr. Eggers 
Says many suits are yet to follow, and 
w.ll be filed some time next week. Follow- 
ing are the defendants in the cases that 
were filed yesterday:

GONE TO THE POORHOUSE. 


OWNED LITHOGRAPHIC QUARRY. 


Refused a Million Dollars f>r- His Land 


and by Some Means Was Di- 
vested of It at Last. 


ductive lithographic stone quarry 
world, of which there is any knowledge, 
and for which fabulbus sums of money 
were offered, to becoming a pauper inmate 


of the city poorhouse, Is a far cry. But it 
is from the one mentioned extreme to the 


other that Martin O’Neil has gone. §8till 
genteel and still retaining an appearance .of 
better days he went over the hill to the 
oorhouse aerer. He never expects to 
eave it-until they carry him out to the 
hear-by potter’s fleld. 

Martin O'Neil is one of the best known 
contractors: in the city. 
fore he discovered a 
quarry in Southern Illinois, he was promi- 
nent and successful as a railroad contrac- 
tor. He had saved up a smal! fortune. It 
all went into the guarrv. Then sickne 
came. Litigation followed and he foun 
himself poorer than he was when he be- 

"gan his St. Louis career. 

It was in 1889 that O’Neil, who was doing 
some contract work near Cairo, heard there 
was a deposit of lithographic stone in 
Alexander County. As he sat in the office 
of the Board of Health Friday waiting for 
the wagon which would take him to the 
Poorhouse he told the story of how he dis- 
covered, acquired and lost the quarry. 

' “T asked Clay Phillips, a farmer, to go 
with me,”’ he said, ‘“‘and we rode south 
from Thebes. About two miles below Thebes 
we crossed a stream. On the far bank 

_ the road forked. We wanted to keep on the 
Cairo road, but the county road seemed the 
most traveled and we took that by muis- 

‘take. It was that mistake which resuited 

‘in the finding of the quarry. We had gone 
oniy a few hundred feet when we came upon

the rock. I got down and examined it and 
immediately recognized it as lithographic 
stone. I said nothing. Phillips did not 
know what I was looking far. 

‘‘We found shelter at a farmhouse near by 
and the next morning returned to Thebes. 
I returned to St. Louis. I hired three men 
to go with me and went down the river on 
the next trip of the New South. We got 
off the boat at Commerce, crossed the river 
in a skiff and walked to the quarry. At 
midnight I dug out three samples of the 
stone and carried them back to St. Louis. 


finest ilithographic stone. 

“The next thing was to find out who 
owned the quarry, without attracting at- 
tention to myself. I went down on a boat 
again and stopped at the farmhouse of 
Pete Heller, acrovs the river from Thebes. 
He took me in a buggy down to the river. 
We hallooed and a man came across:in a 
skiff for us. We crossed over and went to 
the vicinity of the quarry. We could not 
find out who owned the land. 

‘“‘When we returned to the skiff ferry the 
ferryman was telling us that he was about 
to lose the job of caring for three Govern- 
ment lights, for political reasons. He was 
an old man, and I told him that on that 
account I would intercede for him when I 
returned to St. Louis. I said I would like 
to buy a quarry around there and get out 
stone for the Government. The old man 
said his half-sister owned a quarry below 
Thebes and he would see that she leased 
it tome. It was the quarry of lithographic 
stone. 

“TIT found that on account of there being 
minor heirs I could lease the ground, Ifo 
acres, for only six years. I did that. I 
began to develop the quarry and a business 
man at Thebes tried to get it away from 
me. I tried to buy it at private gale, but 
found that it could only be gold legally at 

ublic sale. The woman who held it for the 

eirs agreed to the sale of it. As it was 
subject to my lease and the widow's dow- 
er, nobody else would bid on it and I bought 
it. I paid $8 an acre. I paid the money 
at once and filed my déeds, but I found 
after two months that the title to 40 acres 
of- it was not clear and I lost that much 


of it. 

“7 gare $12,633, all the money I had, on 
it. if uilt 11 huildings. Everywhere I sent 
the samples they were pronounced by ,the 
experts to be genuine. As the Bavarian 
beds are now exhausted and the deposit 
was 300 feet deep, my quarry seeméd to be 
worth millions. A syndicate of New York 
men offered me $300,000 for a half interest 
in it. We had a conference at the Laclede 
Hotel. They eaid they would buy only on 
condition that they held one more share 
than I. I told them I would diefirst. They 
then offered me a million for it. I refused 
the offer. 

‘T had no more money to take out the 
stone. I took a St. Louis business man in 
with me, a friend of mine, so that I could 
continue the work. While I was sick at 
Thebes he went into court and had the 
partuership dissolved and I found myself 
the title and without a penny. I 
wrote to him. He 4id not answer. I went 
to see him when I came back to St. Louis. 
He would not talk to me. 

“For over a year I have been sick and 
unable to work. My wife left me five 
years ago. I have not heard from my sons 
for years. There is nothing left for me 
but to go to the Poorhouse. The lawyers 
have told me that I could recover the tite 
to the land, but I have no money and I 
am 72 years old and cannot keep up the 
fight any longer.” 

O'Neil went first to the Dispensafy Thurs- 
day. He then took with him a feather 
bed, some pillows and some quilts. He 
said he wanted to sleep on his own bed as 
long as he lived. He was told by Clerk 
Carl Schroeder that the articles could not 
be taken with him to the Poorhouse, He 
took them away and ve them to some 
oor people who had befriended him. When 
e came back Friday he brought two sheets 
with him and pleaded so hard that he was 
ermitted to take these with him to the 

oorhouse. . 

The old man was dressed neatly and wae 
altogether the most gentee! old man who 
has ne from the old City Halil to the 
Poorhouse in a’ long time.

STOCK MOVEMENT SLUGGISH AND 
DRIFTING. 


CLOSING DULL AND EASY. 


Bank Statement as Favorable as Ex- 
pected, Except in Loan Ex- 
pansion.

NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—To-day’s stock 
market was sluggish and drifting through- 


out. Professional traders were tnclined to 
buy stocks at the opening with the idea 
of discounting a favorable bank state- 
ment. The appearance of the statement 
on the tape was the s-gnal for a light re- 
alizing movement, and as there was no 
outside demand to absorb it prices fell 
away. Tha closing was dull, but distinctly 
easy, the downward drift having ‘estab- 
lished a liberal sprinkling of net losses 
where the level had been higher through- 
out in the early dealings. Sugar and Glu- 
cose were strong on the reported plan for 
consolidation and absorption of competi- 
tors. There » were evidences of strength 
in Union Pacific, Northern Pacific, Bur- 
lington and Chesapeake & Ohio, and in 
one or two of the less prominent indus- 
trials. None of the gains were well main- 
tained, the whole list being effected by 
the easier tone in the final dealings. The 
bank statement was fully as favorable as 
had been expected, though the liberal ex- 
pansion in the loan account was unlooked 
for. The higher rates for money and the 
satisfactory Security offered are attractive 
in inducing the banks to keep their loans 
close to the limit of the legal allowance.

RAILROAD DISCRIMINATION. 


A St. Louis Grain Dealer Says That the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
Has Full Authority to Pre- 
vent It. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

While legislation increasing the power of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission is de- 
sirable to the end that the pub,ic may re- 
ceive fuller protection in accordance with 
the spirit of the Interstate Commerce act, 
it is,unfair to the framers of that law as 
it ndw stands to ascribe its inoperation to 


to dictate prices 
grain, to mon 
SO great an interest, and to throttle num- 
erous commercial egjorpemeee is atiained 
through “discriminatfin in com 

; charged for tle transportation © per- 

ty,”’ and because of “undue or un n- 
able preference or advantage to a particu- 
lar person, company, firm or co tion. 
Sections 2 and 3 applying to just suc 
cases, and being sustained ®y the Supreme 
Court, the Interstate Commerce mmis- 
sion has all the power needed to protect 
the public in this matter. 

For a lon time the rafiroads have 
openly and defiantly violated that portion 
of section 3 ofthe act prohibiting undue 
Or unreasonable preference or ee 
to any particular description of traffic, in 
that they have discriminated in rates on 
the two descriptions of grain traffic known 
as export and domestic shipments, to tne 
great injury of the producer, comsumcr, 
manufacturer and general commercial in- 
terests. Complaint in this matter was filed 
with the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
and a hearing had some months ago. The 
commission was satisfied that the rail 
roads were guilty as charged, but viola« 
tions by the roads continue w.thout inter. 
ruption, though the Supreme Court “rec- 
ognizes the authority and duty of the 
commission to enforce sections 2, 3 and 4 
of the act,” and section $3 covers the olf- 
fense referred to. 

It is not exaggeration to say that the 
grain trade monopoly, created by violation 
of the Interstate Commerce law by the 
railroads, and grain dealers accessory, is 
more stupendous and far-reaching in its 
evil effects than all other trusts combine 
Yet, the means for its extermination {s at 
hand, to be found in sections 2 and 8 ot 
the Interstate Commerce law indorsed by 
the Supreme Court. 

In the noted Joint Traffic Association 
case the Supreme Court ruled adversely 
to the railroads, but none of the roads 
have been prosecuted under the decision. 

The Interstate Commerce law was enact. 
ed with a view to the protection of the 
ublic, the most tmportant features of the 
aw relating to discrimination and undusé 
preference or advantage are backed up by 
the United States Supreme Court, and it 
it has become a dead letter it is hardly 
fair to blame the law and the sy VC 
bench.

“Here! make me a four-act drama out 
of this. 

“But it has no plot,” says the play car- 
penter. 

“Then invent one,’ says the manager, 
“with all the dialogue you need, work up 
a thundering strong situation at the end of 
each act, and be sure to give us plenty of 
chance to spread ourselves on costumes and 
“‘scenery."’ 


“But how about the novel?’ says the car-° 


enter, if he happens to be a bit conscien- 

ious. 

“Oh, hang thé novel,” says the manager; 
“all I want is the title and the same names 
for the characters.”’ 

Joking aside, really that is about the way 
some of the modern ‘‘dramatizations’’ have 
been made.

At that time the four 
candidates for the leadership were arrdyed 
two against two, thus Bankhead of Ala- 
ibama and Sulzer of New York against 
Richardson of Tennessee and DeArmond of 
Missouri. Balley of Texas, the former 
minority leader, was arrayed with the 
Sulzer-Bankhead forces, and their candi- 
date for the chairmanship was James 
Hay of Virginia. The opposition’s candi- 
date for the chair was Thomas Mc- 
Rae of Arkansas.

While the fifth ballot was 
being taken Bailey of Texas, who really 
preferred Bankhead, but saw that of the 
weaker combination Sulzer was ther only 
man who had a chance to win, came out 
with the information that @ resolution 
would soon be introduced to drop the man 
who stood lowest in the voting. Th:s, of 
course, would leave Sulzer out of it alto- 
gether.’ Senator McCarren engineered a 
scheme to prevent such a disaster, and the 
result was that before the sixth ballot 
Bankhead withdrew flatly, and in favor of 
nooody. Senator McCarren and Mr. Bailey 
then got hold of Sulzer and fairly pushed 
him into the caucus to manage his own 
fight.

Realty Notes. 


The real estate market begins to feel the 
tpproach of winter, and while there ts still 
tonsiderable inquiry, the transfers last 
week indicate the falling off in business 
which may naturally be expected at this 
season, Some of the agents report a very 
#00d business, and the greater part of the 
inquiries now are for cash. ‘Th3 invest- 


ment inquiry is increasing perceptibly, and 
is one of the most hopeful signs of the 
market. : 

Renting is still fairly active, and is kept 
up by the beautiful weather which is char- 
acteristic of St. Louis climate at this por- 
tion of the year.

Rout the Lead Pipe Thieves. 


Mr. James H. Maguire, president of the 
John Maguire Real Estate Co., last week, 
in looking over the local ordinance regulat- 
ing junk shops, made the gratifying dis- 
covery, which is known to very few, that if 
the existing law be rigidly enforced it will 
entirely Stop the depredations of the youth- 
ful miscreants who make a business of de- 
spollin vacant houses of plumbing ma- 
terial, &nd who, to get $5 worth of ma- 
terial, will do $75 worth of damage. 

It is a little singular that the points which 
Mr. Maguire makes have not been generally 
known, and is gent one 4 due to the fact 
that no one has taken the trouble before 
to examine the la'w ome To a represen- 
og Ne of the Sunddy ost-Dispatch he 
“The time has come when some action 
must be taken against lead pipe thieves. 
The matter has been discussed frequently, 
but no satisfactory results have been at- 
tained, These thieves are seldom, if ever 
caught. What then, is the remedy? If 
‘taken hold, of in the right manner the 
problem can easily be solved. : 

How? Stop the pur@hase of this pipe 

and other metals, such as faucets, etc., 
stolen from vacant houses, and you have 
the remedy. It is through the junk deal- 
er, or second-hand dealer, that the thieves 
can be reached. The ordinance is very 
plain. From an abstract of it is noted 
the following: 

‘Any person or persons engaged in 
buying or selling old junk, old lead, metal 
or any article usually found in junk shops 

* (whether such person has a regular busi- 
ness stand or not) shall pay a license, and 
such license shall not be issued by the 

License Commissioner unless such party be 
a propersperson to receive it.’ This word- 

ing, as can be seen, applies both to the 
buyer and seller of such material. The 
ordinance also reads, ‘Dealers ghal] keep 

a register of goods purchased, w'th names 
and residences of ail persons from whom 

they purchase old lead, iron, lead pipe, 
etc.; such register to be examined by the 

—_ or. any person; and if such register 

e not kept, upon conviction, such person 
shall be liable to a fine. Goods cannot be 

purchased from minors. This law shall 
epply to both second-hand dealers and 
plumbers handling such articles.’ 

The law is plain. Stop the purchase, 
and you have the thief handicapped. First 
of all, the license commissioner is a starting 

oint. If persons asking licenses are un- 

nown they should be recommended by at 
least two reputable citizens before license 
is issued, Again, a committee from the 

Real Estate Exchange ghould be appointed 
to ascertain whether Or not the registers 
as provided in the ordinance, are kept. 
not kept, the law is not complied with. If 
kept, the parties selling goods are easily 
traced, and to avoid fictitious names and 
addresses by the seller, junk dealers will 
be cautioned as regards purchases from 
unknown parties. There are a little less 
than 100 agents in the Real Estate Ex- 
change, all of whom do more or less of a 
Fenting business. Enough committees. 
therefore, could be formed to make the 
rounds of these dealers in short order. A 
circular letter should also be sent by the 
Real Estate Exchange to the dealers 
notifying them that the Exchange will in 
future see that the law is enforced, and 
that such dealers will be called upon to 

roduce their register, or suffer the penalty 

f not produced. If this were done the lead 
pipe thieves would, in a short time, seek 
other vocations.”

JOHN W. JOHNSON DREW A RA- 
ZOR ACROSS HIS THROAT. 


PROMINENT INSURANCE AGENT. 


He Said He Lost Track of His Wife 
and Children and That All That Re- 
mained for Him Was Death. 


John W. Johnson, special agent for the 
Phoenix Mutua] Life Insurance Company, 
walked into the cellar of the old City Hos- 
pital ruins at Fourteenth street and Lafay- 
ette avenue yesterday afternoon and, draw- 
ing a razor from his pocket, cut his throat 
twice. 

When found he was lying on a pile of 
debris and pleaded not to be disturbed. 
“I want to die,’’ he said. “I’m tired of 
living and I ask you to leave me alone.’”’ 

He was discovered by Policeman Sicking 
of the Third District, who was pursuing 


a boy when he stumbled over Johnson. ‘An 
ambulance was called and Johnson was 
taken to the City Hospital. 

There he was reported to be in a dying 
condition. He had.a gash about three 
inches long across his throat. He is 60 
weakened trom loss of blood that Dr. Nie- 
tert says he can hardly recover. 

Johnson is 57 years old. He has been 
roaming at 22 Nicholson piace. His wife is 
in Sacramento, Cal., visiting friends. 

He has an office in the Insurance build- 
ing, at 421 Olive street. He was formerly 
agent for the New York Life Insurance 
Company. He js well known in insurance 
circles, having been identified with promi- 
nent companies during the last 12 years. 

He stated to the Post-Dispatch that he 
was despondent and tired of life. He said 
he had’ been drinking heavily for several 
days and did so to drown his sorrows. He 
would.not state what led to his unhappi- 


ness. 
“T have two children,”” he said, ‘‘but I 

don’t know where they are. Since my wife 

went away I have lost track of my family 


and I guess they don’t care much for me, 


“No, it was not because of domestic 
trouble or, business affairs that I wanted 
to end my ‘life. I have had the blues for 
some time.”’ 

The police report that Johnson was seen 
drinking freely yesterday morning. He was 
missed, at his former haunts and, !t is said, 
was not seen around the Insurance Build- 
ing for two or three days. 

The site formerly occupled by the City 
Hospital is a mass of brick and mortar, 
only one portion of the building, which 
was destroyed by the cyclone three years 
ago, remaining. 

Into the dingy cellar Johnson went to 
seek death: He said he thought it was

carry out his purpose, and he cannot un- 
derstand why he was disturbed. He doesn’t 
think he could have been inside more than 
15 or 20 minutes when the policeman came. 

I Was in a different mood then than 
now,’ said Johnson, as he lay with his 
hands strapped to the cot. ‘I den’t know 


now but what I was foolish, but I felt { 
had. nothing to live for. I have lived in 
St. Louis nearly 6 years and I guess others 
can speak for me better than I can myself. 
If I had known I was ing to fail, I would 
perhaps not have tried to kill myself.’’ 

When received at the hospital Johnson 
refused to make a statement, save that hea 
desired to die. 


AGUINALDO’S PRAISE OF BRYAN. 
He Terms the Democratic Leader a 
“Crusader for Justice.”’ 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 2.—Mail advices 
from Manila give the full text of the Fili- 
pino proclamation, notable for its refer- 


ences to William J. Bryan, Rizal and 
Aguinaldo, the substance of which was ca- 
bled and published some weeks Oo. he 
proclamation was published at rlac in 
the La Independencia, the official organ of 
Aguinaldo, Oct. 27. As translated from the 
Spanish the preface reads: 

“A message of gratitude to the illustrious 
Democrats of the United States, true repre- 
sentatives of the institutions founded on 
liberty proclaimed by the great men of the 
North American republic, in the meeting 
will be celebrated to-morrow in the capital 
of the nation. Initiated by the sons of that 
grand liberal association that dominated 
the country which interprets very well the 
sentiments of the people and the desires 
of the government, this meeting in the 
a palace to-morrow was organ- 
zed.”’ 

After announcing the official programme 
of the assembly, the proclamation con- 
t.nues: 

“All the preparations that have been going 
on for the past few days are certainly 
worthy of the illustrious head of the anti- 
imperialistic party. American by birth he 
has been educated in and practiced the 
teachings of the greatest President of the 
United States and for that reason: cannot 
consent that ambition for power shall send 
to useless and shameful sacrifice the sons 
of free America and for that reason has 
sympathized with President Aguinaldo, 
whom_he recently acclaimed the hero of this 
century, a follower of the teachings which 
have immortalized Washington, Monroe and 
Jefferson. The historians of the Philip- 
pines ought to write in pages of gold the 
name of this great American, a crusader for 
justice; for that ideal justice of which Zola 
spoke in an address to the French youth. 

In this struggle which we sustained with 
the old sovereignty, the word of freedom 
was Rizal and the arm which put the idea 
into execution was Agudnaldo. 

‘In the present time Bryan replaces the 
great martyr. Sublime lessons for the very 
enemies which they meet, with among their 
own brothers, who are fighting the injustice 
which they are coming to commit upon a 
weak people. 

“So what grade of justice—if there be 
grades of justice—has our cause, when it 
finds champions, not among foreigners, but 
among the very soldiers of the great re- 
public.” 

“There should be pictured, then, in Fil- 
ipino history with the same glory, Rizal 
Bryan and Aguinaldo, glorious trinity of

HOW | 
WHIPPED THE KHALIFA, 
By Gen. Lord Kitchener. 


INGATE’S Arab scouts lo- 
W cated the Khalifa’s position 
at Omdebrikas. Our force 
marched from Gedil in the moonlight 
and frequently had to cut its way 
through the bushes. It arrived before 
dawn on rising ground overlooking 
the camp, which was hidden in the 
trees. We heard their drums and 
horns before dawn and at 5:15 the 
Dervishes attacked. Our guns opened 
fire and soon the action became gen- 
eral. Half an hour later the whole 
line advanced and swept through the 
Dervish position for over two miles, 
till the camp was reached. 
The mounted troops pursued and 
captured most of the fugitives. The 
’ Khalifa, with most of his men, and 
the Emir’s bodyguard made a gallant 
stand. Among the Emirs killed were 
the Khalifa, his two brothers and the 
Mahdi's son. 


Nov. 22, at Godic, im the Soudan, has 

closed the last scene in a drame. 
The Union Jack flies over the palace at 
Khartoum, the Mahdi’s sacred tomb is in 
ruins. the bones of his wild fanatic hordes 
whiten the plains of Omdurman, Gordon is 
avenged. 


The vast Soudan region first attracted 
the world’s attention in 1882. Egypt nomi- 
nally controlled the Soudan at that time. 
But Egypt's claim was that of the child, 
Behind her stood England. It was English- 
‘men and English soldiery that forced the 
wild desert tribes to acknowledge Egyptian’ 
suzerainty. The Soudan is a desert. Over 
0,000,000 square miles of burning sand de- 
pend on one river, the Nile, for water. 
For a few miles on either bank He fertile 
lands. Away from the river sand drifts 
stretch to the equator. Over all is the 
burning sun. 


A roving population of 18,000,000 inhabit 
Rhis region. A hardy people, inured to 
hardship, accustomed to wage a daily war 
against nature, looking on bloodletting as 
their birthright, they made heroic fighters. 
Divided into many tribes they needed a 
leader to bind them into an irresistible 
union. Cherishing a legend that one day 
“Mahdi,"" or savior, would appear, they 
‘Were awaiting his coming before combat- 
ing the might of England. 


In 1882 the Mahdi came. Not asa lowly 
savior, preaching humility and peace, bur 
as a firebrand, calling the clans, proclaim. 
ing holy war. 

And the tribes were quick to gather. 
From the desert and the mountains of the

Tall and of com- 
manding mien, he lived the life of an as- 
cetic. 

As a messenger of God, directly inspired, 
to disobey his commands invited death. 
Nor was the penalty ever delayed. Soon 
his ascendency over the tribes was com- 
plete. All Kordofan was ab!aze. The town of 
Ell Obeid, garrisoned by Egyptian soldiers, 
was Fushed. Spear and sword was the fate 
of the captives. Then, gathering his fierce 
soldiery, he marched to meet the Egyptian 
expedition commanded by the English gen- 
eral, Hicks. All the world knows the mis- 
erable issue. The Egyptians hardly made a 
show. of resistance. Falling before the 
bloo hirsty Baggara horsemen, they plead- 
ed their lives. The shovel-headed spear 
gave sure answer. Scarcely ten among 
the thousands escaped to carry the tidings 
to Khartoum. 


This was the result—Darfur fell; Slation 
Ben surrendered, and after the terrible 
butchering of Biryet, where the Mahdi's 
men marched through the cowering Egypt- 
lan soldiers like a butcher in the sham- 
bles, the Mahdi was looked upon as divine. 
Water from his footbath was sold as a sure 
antidote against all disease. 


Thus two years passed with the Soudan 
given over to slaughter and rapine. Noth- 
ing living flourished save the sleek buz- 
zards. Then the Mahdi hurled his hordes 
on Khartoum. English Gordon command- 
ed a handful of starving soldiers there. 


Gen. George Gordon was left by a careless 
goyernment in the fated city with naught 
but the terror of his name to bar the 
Mahdi's way. In this extremity Gordon 
offered to recognize the..Mahdi'’s right to 
rule all the Western Soudan. The offer 
was spurned; 200,000 fanatical warriors sur- 
rounded Khartoum and swarmed over the 
walls. Grim butchery followed, and Gor- 
don, fighting to the last on the palace stairs, 
gave his life. 

tordon’s death is thus described by an 
eve-witness: 

“Khartoum was taken. The Arabs made 
for the palace. As they rushed up the 
stairs, Gordon came forward and tried to 
speak. They would not parley. The first 
Arab stuck out his spear. Gordon shot him 
dead. Two more warriors fell to his pistol 
before the spear pierced his breast.” 


Gordon's head was cut off and taken to 
Slatin Pasha, the Christian Governor of 
Dorfor, who was one of the few captives 
spared. | 

Once in possession of Khartoum, the 
Mahdi began to lead a life of ease. He 
grew fat and lazy. War and the ascetic life 
he had led were forgotten. Female slaves 
and the amusements of the harem took the 
place of battle. Moving his army some 
ten miles from Khartoum, he began the 
erection of a new capital across the Nile. 
Omdurman, the new city, was created in a 
few weeks. It was of vast extent, but 
the buildings were mere huts made of straw 
and Nile mud. The horsemen were the 
aristocracy of the new capital. Nearly all 
the other subjects of the Mahdi were slaves. 

In 18% the Mahdi died. -He named the 
Sheik Abdullahi Mohammed as his succes- 
sor. Abdullahi ascended the throne with 
the title of Khalifa. The new ruler was 
57 years old. He was a sort of a mounte- 
bank before the Mahdi raised him to power, 
He was an Arab of the Jasisha tribe. — 

Slatin Pasha describes him as “having a 
sympathetic Arab face, in which marks of 
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slightly bald, with a fringe of spare beard 
on his chin. In body neither thin nor stout, 
yet of commanding presence. A cruel, smil- 
ing mouth showed his character. Under 
the Khalifa’s rule the Soudan was nearly 
depopulated. Tribe after tribe were put to 
the sword. In a thousand villages between 
Omdurman and Atbara nothing was seen 
but the bones of the unfortunate villagers. 
In the raids the young women were spared 
and went to Omdurman to the harems of 
the warriors. The men who were spared 
were sent to Omdurman. In this manner 
the population of the capital was filed with 
fugitives who lived miserably. 

The erection of a tomb to the Mahdi was 
one of the first acts of the Khalifa’s reign. 
This monument was a square building, 90 
feet square, with walls six feet thick, made 
with stones from Gordon’s palace in Khar- 
toum. From the center rose a dome 40 feet 
high, which made a fair mark for Kitch- 
ener’s shells later on. Beneath the dome 
stood the coffin of the Mahdi, inclosed in 
a wooden sarcophagus. 

Sir Herbert Kitchener, who in 189% was 
the leader of the Anglo-Egyptian Army, is 
48 years old. When he entered the army 
he joined the Engineers. His cold, me- 
chanical mind saw that the only way Xo 
crush the Mahdi was by a carefully planned, 
scientific campaign. . He served 14 years in 
the Egyptian Army before he was put in 
command. As Sirdar, or commander in 
Chief of the Anglo-Egyptian forces he 
raised the standard of the army to a point 
that insured the victory of Omdurman. For 
the conquest of the Soudan he was raised 
to the peerage and created Lord Kitchener 
of Khartoum. 

The British began the work of reconquer- 
ing the Soudan in 189%. A force under Gen. 
Kitchener was sent to Wada Halfa on the 
Nile, 450 miles from Omdurman. There he 
organized a splendid army, officered by 
young British subalterns. He depended 
more on the excellence of his equipment 
than the size of the force. Eight thousand 
men were massed at Wada Halfa and the 
advance on Omdurman began. Then the 
Soudan machine was created. Kitchener 
determined to build a railroad to keep pace 
with his army through the desert. 

The starting point of this road was at 
Wady Halfa, where a narrow gauge line 
connected with Cairo. Men picked from the 
army made the road. Practically all the 
force was engaged in the work. And the 
progress of the road kept pace with the 
army. Some days bur four miles were 
laid, at other times the mature of the 
ground permitted faster work. The result 
of this road building was manifold. The 
army was toughened, the commissary was 
supplied from Caira. The sick were sent 
back to the hospitals. Re-enforcements 
were sent forward. Thus Kitchener had a 
highly efficient army always at hand and 
an unfailing base of supplies. By Septem- 
ber Kitchener's army and railroad had 
reached Dongola, an important city 150 
miles from Omdurman. 

Before Dongola Wad BE! Bishara, the 
Emir of the province, gave battle. But to 
fight the Soudan machine was a different 
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proposition than the Malf-trained army of 
Hicks and Gordon. Bare courage can't 
match machine guns. The Baggra Der- 
vishes fought to the death. They were all 
killed and Dongola captured. And “The 
Soudan “Machine,’’ as Kitchener’s army 
was called, rested in the city and gathered 
strengtb for the advance. 

The advance began in 18697 with an un- 
broken record of success. When the Der- 
vishes attacked the laborers on the rail- 
road laid aside tH@ir picks, took up their 
rifles and seattered the Mahdi’s men. 
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River. There the Soudan machinery was 
fully tested. The great Emir Mahmoud, 
with 60,000 Dervishes, attacked the camp be- 
fore daybreak. The Egyptian troops on the 
outposts stood firm. Slowly they led the 
Arabs back to the main camp, arranged in 
a square, defended by machine guns. The 
Baggra horsemen charged the Maxims until 
a ring of their bodies barred their way. 
But the Soudan machine was proof against 
maked valor. 

One of the Mahdi’s greatest generals was 
known as Mahmud Mohammed. He sur- 
vived the campaigns with that leader and 
was in the KhaNfa’s army. He was cap- 
tured after the battle of Atabara. Soldiers 
found him in a hole under his bed and 
rooted him out with bayonets. 

He was described then as being about 28 
years old; proud as a king; intelligent be- 
yond his race,*and reserved as an Arab. 
When he was taken before the Sidar he 
ignored him and answered questions—when 
he spoke at all—contemptuously. He was 
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probably shot, as his name does not appear 
in any later stories from the Soudan, but 
had he escaped Atabara, he would undoubt- 
edly have been a new Khalifa. 

After Atbara, Kitchener began the slow 
advance to meet the Khalifa. His rallway 
ended at Atbara, which is 18 miles from 
Omdurman. | Provisions and artillery were 
transported by camel trains. By the Ist 
of September the army was in sight of the 
Mahdi’s capital. The lancers got within a 
mile of Omdurman. Between the city and 
the approaching army the Khalifa’s 
Dervish army made a brave show. When 
the lancers' were within 200 yards and a 
quarter of a mile in advance of the main 
army, the Arabs attacked. The Lancers 
fell back after a brilllant charge and the 
whole Dervish host rushed on Kitchener’s 
army. They could not plerce the lines. 
Steady volleys from the, machine guns 
swept the charging Arabs down like grain 
before the sickle. 

The Baggra, the Khalifa’'s own tribe, 


never faltered tn the fight. Some ver 


reached the British lines. With a e1 
army, leaving his bravest on the fleld, 
Khalifa retreated Into the desert. Ten tha 
sand dead were left on the field. , 
did not pause to defend the city, but re 
treated into the desert. The British Al 
lost but 200 men. 

A few hours later Kitchener's v ard 
entered the city. Thousands lined ~ ° 
street, not resisting, but acclaiming — 
conqueror. This ended the reign of Man 
daism in the Soudan. ae =

George was born 
in England, and to walk unaided was his 
proudest accomplishment when his father, 
the Rev. Walter Whitten, die&@ Left with 
the slenderest resources, Mra, Whitten set 
her face toward the New World. She 
found friends in religious quarters, and es- 
pecially among an Episcopal community 
known as the Brothers of Nazareth. 
Brother Gilbert. took a great liking to 
George and persuaded the widow to allow 
the mission to look after the little fellow’s 
education. It was a singular preparation 
for a life or adventure. Here George was 
brought up among selibate devotees, and 
his mind acquired a deeply religious cast. 

George was fully resolved to follow in the 
footsteps of his father, and beyond—for it 
was his ambition to be a bishop. He prat- 
tled of this to his mother, and she play- 
fully dubbed him “Bishop Georgie.” 

Brother Gilbert conceived the idea of 
founding in the country a home for boys, 
and so the Brotherhood established its 
school in Verbank, Dutchess County, of 
which “Bishop Georgie’ was the first 


pupil. 

Later on he returned to his mother’s care; 
but he remained in close touch with the 
church, and being gifted with an alto voice 
as clear as a bell became a chorister at 
Grace Church. 

In all this it is not easy to detect a single 
influence at work for such an apparent 
transformation as appeared in the boy when 
he reached the age of 12. His mother’s ex- 
planation is that the good brothers stamped 
upon his mind the feeling that it was his 
duty to begin early a manful fight for her, 
and never for one day to be a burden upon 
her. At ail events, this precocious boy sud- 
denly abandoned home and the cholr to 
strike out for the West. 

His mother tried to keep him with her. 
but she encountered a quiet resolution, 
which she recognized as a repetition of her 
own spirit. 

So “Bishop Georgie’ traveled to Missour!, 
bound to a farmer, who was to give him 
experience in return for his services. Thai 
was a little more than three years ago. 

Life on the ranch was anything but what 
it had been painted. Instead of riding after 
cattle he was employed as a drudge and half 
starved in the bargain. He would never 
make a home for his mother at this rate, 
he reflected. e 

And he planned to run away and return 
to New York. 

Before starting on his journey he wrote 
a reassuring letter to his mother, represent- 
ing himself as happy on the ranch, and took 
it with him to post at a further stage of his 
enterprise. 

He was baunted by an exaggerzted idea 
of his lawlessness in leaving the ranch.

And a moment later the frivolous senior 
Was given a fine Imitation of the Earl of 
Buchan being kicked out of doors. 

Much as he aprpeciated the advantage of 
university training, young Henderson was 
disturbed in mind when the civil war broke 
vut, and communicated his misgvngs to hs 
riimate friends, who were fired by his pa- 
triotic zeul. Sept. 15, 1861, just after morn- 
ing prayers, he secured permission to ad- 
Gress the students on a serious theme. 
Strange as the request was, the faculty told 
him to go ahead. 

Then up rose David B. 
made his firet war speech. 

To this day his oratory ie of the hit-and- 
smash kind. There is nothing subtle about 
his periods and no word or thought which 
a schoolboy would not understand. He car- 
ries his audience with him bg sheer force 
of physical robustness and a richness of 
conviction and celor which makes no intel- 
lectual demands upon either hearer or 
speaker. 

He was 21 when he made his firet war 
speech, and he was tremendousiy in earn- 
est. 

His speech led up to a set of resolutions, 
which he read from a paper. The conciud- 
ing phrase Waa;

‘We therefore drop our books to fight our 
country’s battles!’ 

To this declaration were appended the 
names of 22 students; and David B. Hen- 
derson’s name ‘ed all the reat. 

These 22 had swelled to 13% when the 
future Speaker went to the front. S80 
impressed were the battle chiefs that they 
offered him the rank of captain. But the 
young patriot was as modest as he was 
zealous. 

“I am not old enough to be captain,” he 
said, and contented himself with a lieuten- 
ant’s commission. 

His regiment, the Tvs 'fth lowa Infantry, 
joined Grant's command on the march to 
Forts Henry and Donelson. In the assault 
on the latter stronghold a musket ball tore 
a hole in his jaw, but he managed to keep 
on his feet till the end of the engage. 
ment. 

He had recovered sufficiently to be with 
his company at Shiloh, Then, in the second 
day's fight at Corinth, his leg was shot 
away. 

Henderson retired from 
enough to equip himself with a wooden 
leg, on which he again marched to the 
front. this time as colonel of the Forty- 
sixth lowa. 

Since the war he has had a great deal 
of trouble with his mutilated leg. For pe- 
riods of months at a time he has been 
almost disabled by suffering, and two or 
three operations have been necessary. 

After serving terms as Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue and Assistant United States 
District Attorney for the Northern District 
of lowa, he applied himself to the practice 
of law in Dubuque. In 1892 he was elected 
to Congress and has since remained a 
member of the Hotee

critics confess that he is a “safe’’ man. 

Henderson believes in pensions. The 
Grand Army sweare by him. Pension re- 
formers eye him askance. 

No fellow-Congressman rivaled him in ene 
thusiasm for the distribution of free seeds. 
His penalty was a constant fire of amiabie 
ridicule. 

As a campaign speaker he has been & 
rare aid to his party all over the country 
for the last #) yeare. 

He is not likely to atsume toward the 
House the attitude of an orphan asylum 
superintendent; but no one doubts that the 
son of the man that kicked out an earl 
will not be trifled with. 

If occasion arises for the House of Repre- 
sentatives to break forth into song, the 
Speaker's mighty voice will lead all the 
rest. 

Socially he is the jolliest of men. He has 
one «on and two daughters, the elder of 
whom is married. 

Mra. Henderson, who is one of the leaders 
of Washington society, concucts at her 
home. “Boundary Castile,” remarkable ex~ 
periments in cooking. She believes in 
bread without yeast or baking powder,

ation ago the great majority of college graduates went into profes- 
sions.

And, on 
the other hand, a er many men,«who intend from the first to go 
into business, find the\ccsponsibilities of business so difficult, the vast- 
nese of its probl®ms sh great, that they prefer to take many years 
instead of few in preparing themselves for these responsibilities. 

The combination of these two’things has brought our colleges into 
cluser connection »with tae world of commerce at .present than they 
And now the question comes up, How shall 
they fulfill—how shall the college fulfill—the new duties which are laid 
upon them by;the necessity of preparation for this wide worth? Now, 
to begin with, it is very casy to say what they shall not do.’ They can- 
not do their work by undertaking to instruct the boys in the details 
of what they will find it necessary to do in the office. If they learn 
these details from books they would have to learn it over again, to un- 
leern all they had learned, and learn it better from the experience of 
practical life. 

l remember a few years ago that an old lady asked me what I was 
teaching, and I said that I taught cconemics, and she said thought- 
fully, | “2, yes, you teach tre students co . econdémical. “That is: eye.

| T is one of the interesting things to anyone who looks at the cata- 
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When I was a young lady they never learned to be economical until 
they got married.” The same thing holds good in a good many wider 
applications. Nor, on the ether hand, can we go to the other extreme 
and attempt to teach them theory, generalization, which will make 
them pelieve from the cutset that they are wiser than their fathers. 


, Perhaps when they grow older they will be wiser than their fathers. 


We always thevretically hope so, though we dislike to see it tried. But 
if they first start into life with the idea that they are wiser than 
their fathers they are doomed to first-class disappointment. What we 
do mean in education is. first and foremost, to teach them the sense 
ol *preportion, to teach them which things are small and which things 
are large. ’ 

Modern business has expanded itself to such a degree and has grown 
S$) great that it is impossible to-day for a man to take at once the 
large leadership of the whole and the small oversight of the details. 
He must look to see which are the great things that he must do and 
which are the small things which he must leave to others. You know 
of the man, probably, who objected to the reputation for wisdom that 
Solomon-had. He said he did not think that Selomon was so wise a 
man, after all, and they asked him why, and he said that in the Book 
of Proverbs he kept slipping up, and they asked him where, and he 
said “Well, for instance, he made a terrible mistake in that verse ‘Take 
care of the pennies and the pounds will take care of themselves.’ ” 

We have got to train men who shal] see Which are the large things 
to attend to, to understand_organization, to understand division of labor 
in its broad sense, to understand the opportunities which lie before 
them, and to select those cpportunities for which they are fitted. Now, 
I can only indicate a few ways among many in which this can be 
done. In the first place, our men must learn to use their time, to di- 
vide their time. As business is done to-day, we do in five minutes what 
the past generations took five hours to perform. If a man attempts 
io make those five minutes, to repeat those five minutes all through 
the day, he will kill himself. He must have outside interests, both in 
work and in play. Not the least part of modern education is the 
education to lronorab:. enjoyment of things outside of work. 

Nor is it that alone that makes us allround men. The modern busi- 
ness man must learn to have enjoyment of the great things of literature 
and history. Now, all of you, I think, in the midst of your busy life 
work have felt the need of this and have accomplished something of 
it. But there is a tremendous advantage to the boy who in the years 
when his character is most plastic can come into contact with the great 
Jecds of other times recorded in past history and with the great ideals 
of ail ages recorded in poetry; can learn their spirit, can see that the 
present life is not all; and a college education, in the very things that 
seen) inust useless for money making, gives to the boy this power of 
zelting outside of th. present world, gives to the boy this proportion 
bv which his life work is not the whole for which he is striving, but a 
part of the larger whole, lasting for centuries past and through cen- 
iuries in the future; an idea which ennobles his business and ennobles 
him. 

And this is important in the present day more than it has ever been 
in the past, for as business becomes larger it takes more and more the 
character of a trust. The word.as it is applied to our large manufactur- 
ing combinations is but an accident, and yet in its application to the 
great production and distribution in the world to-day it has the pro- 
foundest of meanings. Buginess is a trust. It-is a thing which a man 
dees nci for himself,.but for others, He has in his hands the destinies 
of hundreds and of thousands and of hundreds of thousands of people. 
There is in the swaying of these lives an element of moral responsibility 
to which the commercial World\is slowly but surely awakerinz.

THE POWERS OF MODERN 


MUNICIPAL CORPORATIONS. 
By Prof. Frank Goodnow of Columbia University 


TT powers which any city should exercise depend very largely 


upon local conditions. No general rule as to extent of municipal 

powers car be laid down. Thus cities which are situated on tide- 

water must exercise powers cifferent both in extent and char- 
acter from those possessed by cities situated inland. Further, inasmuch 
az we have no longer any instances of the city-State—so common in 
times of antiquity—inasinuch ag at the present time all cities are but 
parts of a larger political entity, the powers which any particular city 
possesses depend also very largely on the position which the city oc- 
cupies in the general scheme of government. 

The city thus may 92 regarded as merely part of a greater whole, to 
be governed, as ere all other parts of the greater whole, by the authori- 
ties of the State to which it is subject, or it may be regarded as having 
an individuality distinct from that of the State, with needs of its own, 
different from the generai needs of the State. The former was the po- 
sition assigned to the French city by the Napoleonic scheme of admin- 
istration. The latter is the position assigned to the modern Prussian 
city. 

Even where the Napoleonic idea' of the position of the city is heid 
it is of course true that the State authorities which govern the city 


- will be influenced in their treatment of the particular municipal prob- 


lems by local conditions; but in such a scheme the ultimate power of 
determining municipal relicy is vested, not in municipal, but in State 
authorities. Under the Prussian system, on the contrary, it is the local 
municipal authorities whe determine the local policy, |i. e., determine 
what concrete powers shail be exercised, apd who in their determina- 
tion are, much more than the State authorities ever could be, governed 
by local consideration, 

Thus, while ih both cases local cunditions are an important factor 
in the determination of municipal powers, the method adopted by the 
regulation of the relations of the city with the ceniral authorities of 
the State government—that is, the method of fixing the pusition which 
the city occupies in the general stheme of State government, ir a vastly 
more important, is, Indeed, the controlling factor in the problem. it 
becomes necessary, therefore, to ascertain what is the position of the 
city. In our endeavor to ¢nswer this question, we shal! receive as- 
sistance from considering ihe, matter a: first entirely from the point of 
‘view of theory. 

The city with which we have to deal at the present time is a part 
of the State. The people residing. within it are, therefore, members 
of the State. As members of the State, they have interests which are 
common to all mcmbers of’ the State. Thus, as all other m-mbers of 
the State, they have an interest in the preservatio1 of peace and order. 
Again, they have an interest in uniform and proper administration of 
civil and criminal justice. If they have children they have an interest 
in the efficien. adiministraticn of the school system of the State. 

In order that all thes: matters of government be attended to it is 
necessary that there should be properly organized authorities. Two 
methods have been devised for their attention. By one, the State takes 
these matters absolutely in fts own hands and provides officers ap- 
pointed by the Governor or other central State authority. By the 
other, the city, ag one of the administrative divisions of the State, ‘s 
given large administrative powers. If this latter fs the case¢—and it is 
the case to a greater or less degree in all countries—the City is acting 
as the agent of the centrai State Government, for it ts administering 
to branches of government which Interest all the people pf the State. 

But this is not all the work of the city. For just soon as you 
have a large number of people in a small district—just so soon, in 
other words, as you have the physical basis of a city, new Interests 
begin to develop which are of @ purely local character, which do not 


interest all the people of the State.. Whereas, in a sparsely settied 
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dividual needs, in a thickly settled district many of these needs r 
quire for their satisfaction social co-operation and effort. ‘ 

On account of the tendency of the modern State to assume nee 
and more of the direct discharge of those functions of ze 
which interest it directly, leaving to the city very little 
tive to them, and on acgount of the tremendous developmentrof die. mts Py 
tinctively local municipal] administration as a result of the z 
of modern science in the domains of health and transportation, i has 
become the fashion in this country of late years to speak ef the 
as a business corporation, and to regard the work of the city agwather 
buSiness than governmental in character. 

This view of the city’s position is, however, an incorrect one, and 
if followed, it is believed, will lead to disastrous results. ‘There can be 
no question that in so far as the city is an agent of State govern- 
ment-—and it is so everywhere—it cannot be regarded ag ‘ 
any of the characteristics of a business corporation. Nor, in 96 fae 
as the city is an organization for the satisfaction of local needa, can 
it be regarded as a business corporation. It is, of course, true’ 
most of these purely local functions are in a rural community ate 
tended to by individual effort. But the conclusion does not follow that _ 
when these matters become the objects of municipal activity they still 
retain their individual ard non-governmental character. ~ : 

Not only has the American system of controlling municipalities in” 
the interest of State uniformity had the result of reducing the municl- 
pality to the position of a mere agent ‘of _ State government,

this limit is fixed by the Legislature. It is so fixed as a result of the 
adoption of the principle that a municipality has no power to borvew 
money without legislative authorization. But the Legislatures have 
been so prodigal in their grants tq the municipalities of the power to ~ 
borrew money that ‘the people haye hadto take the matter in hand, “e 
and have had to fix in their constitutions Itmits beyond which the 
legis!ative authorization could have no effect. As a general thing at the 
present time, the constitution of the States provides that no municipal. 


ity shall incur a debt beyond a fixed per cent of its assessed valeaden 
for purposes of taxation.

At Muscatine there is a smal! business in 
treating buttons to make them resemble 
“smoked pearl.’’ This is a secret chemical 
process. The buttona so treated are usual- 
ly those which exhibit defective coloration, 
such as yellow blotches, which would pre- 
vent their sale as first-ciass goods, but are 
perfect otherwise. 

The principal species of mussel in the Mis- 
sissippi River used in button making is 
known generally as the “niggerhead.”’ This 
species has the general shape of a common 
round clam, and is characterized by a thick 
and heavy shell, with a black or dark 
brown outside skin and a glistening white 
interior, the latter color being uniform 
through the thickness of the shell. It is of 
relatively small size, the maximum being 
only 4% or 5 inches for the greatest outside 
diameter, and the average about 3 inches. 
It is often found over immense areas, pre- 
ferring muddy eand and muddy gravel bot- 
tom, but also frequenting sandy bottom. 
In some places a form of this mussel known 
as the ‘“‘mud niggerhead”’ is used sparing!y. 
It is found on muddy bottom, and has a 
thicker shell and a more intensely black 
epidermis than the common form. 

There are several kinds of mussels knewn 
along the Mississippi as ‘“‘sand shells."’ The 
most abundant and important of there is 
the “yellow sand shell” or “yellow-back,”’ 
which has a bright yellowish-brown epl- 
dermis and a faintly cream-cclored interior. 
Another species with a black exterior is 
known as the “‘biack sand shell.’’’ The sand 
shelis are found chiefly on sandy bottom, 
and move toward the shores in the morn- 
ing and back toward the channel in the 
evening, making conspicuous tracks on the 
bettom. These mussels, which are long and 
narrow, reach a iength of six inches, and 
are highly valued in button making. 

One of the best mussels for buttons is 
known as the ‘‘deerhorn” or ‘‘buckhorn.” 
It is not abundant and the supply is irregu- 
lay and uncertain. It attains a large size; 
examples over nine inches long have been 
taken from the Iowa River and in the Mis- 
sissipp’ it reaches a length of six inches or 
ov27, the average being about five inches. 

A yare but desirable mussel is the species 
known locally as the “butterfly,”’ in allu- 
sion to the shape of the valves. The flat 
shell is of sma!l size, but thick and of a 
fine colov. The epidermis ‘s redd'sh-brown, 
marked by dayk' radiating lines. In 100 tons 
of miscellaneous shells from the Mississippi 
River, in the Muscatine section, there arc 
likely to be only a f@w hundred pounds of 
‘“‘butterfiles.”’ In the Lllino s. Oh’o and some 
other tributaries of the Mississippi this 
mussel is abundant. 

Nearly all the tributaries of the M ssis- 
sippi in this section contain mussels in 
some abundance, but no mussel fishing is 
done in them. 

- Many anienals prey on the mussels, 
among them the muskrat, the mink and 
the raccon, the first named being especi- 


ally destructive. Catfish also eat mussels. 


Physical causes undoubtedly are respon- 


sible for extensive destruction of mussels, 


During freshets mud and sand are de- 
posited on the beds and bury the musseis, 
Shifting sand bars also cover up beds.

been uncovered by the current. In fresh- 
ets, when the streams find new channels, 
many mussels are carried from their beds 
and left dry when the water subsides. 
Droughts also are liablé to expose mussel 
beds and -cause much destruction, 

Pollut'on of the water by refuse from 
cities and manufacturing establishments is 
the most serious menace to the mussel 
beds next to the operations of the fisher- 
men. Sewage is destructive and capable 
of killing practically every mussel] w-th 
which it comes in contact, 

Throughout this stretch of river, wher- 
ever fishing has been at all regular or 
active, there has been more or less marked 
reduction in the abundance of mussels of 
all kinds utilized in making buttons, and 
in some localities the depletion of the 
grounds ‘has been a:imost complete. The 
manufacturers generally recognize the 
present tendency toward the practica} ex- 
haustion of the available grounds, and feel 
the need of some action that will place 
the industry on a permanent basis. The 
fishermen also, however loath they may 
be to acknowledge it, have practical evi- 
dence that the mussel grounds are capable 
of depletion and are being greatly reduced 
in productiveness. The many persons finan- 
cially ‘nterested in the. mussel fishery and 
the button industry are desirous that ap- 
propriate measures be taken to insure 
the existence of a substantial business of 


this kind, Suspension of the industry 
along this part of the river would be a 
real calamity to many entire communities. 

The rake hauled by hand and by ma- 
chine and the steam dredge are the appli- 
ances used most commonly in this fishery. 
The rakes are of several patterns, the 
commonest being the shoulder rake, which 
has a wooden fhandle from 14 to 20 feet 
long, and which is used from an anchored 
boat. The handle ‘s rested over the fish- 
eitnan’s shoulder, and the rake is pushed 
into the water, pointing up stream, and 
sunk to the full length of the pole. Then 
it is slowly drawn toward the boat, the 
fisherman being aided in this by the ac- 
tion of the current on a broad piece of 
wood na-led crosswise near the base of the 
handle. 


The dredge used with a windiass is 
Known as the “drag rake.’ It looks Ike 
a fiat cage, with long teeth projecting 
from the bottom, 

A large steam scow for taking mussels, 
ownea at Muscatine, is unique. It is pro- 
vided with a huge rake or dredge operated 
by steam. The rake is made of iron and 
weighs 300 ponds. It is 48 inches long, 18 
inches wide and 30 inches deep, and is pro- 
vided with 25 &-inch teeth. The rake is 
overated in a recess or siot in the bot- 
tom of one side of the scow. This recess 
is 5 feet wide and 40 feet long, and is sur- 


mounted by a frame work with a double 
track, on which the heavy timbers support- 
ing the rake slide while the rake is being 
dragged along’ the bottom. A perpedicular 
beam.is attached to the rake, by means of 
which itis taised and lowered’ and dragged 
from the forward end of the recess. The 
length of this beam is such that the rake 
may be used in water’as deep as 22 feet. 
This vessel carries a crew of four men and 
cost several thousand dollars. 

In the spring of 1897 ingenious con- 
trivances for taking mussels came into use 
and is now the leading means of capture. 
It consists of a circular rod 6 feet long,. of* 
%-inch fron, to which are attached at in- 
tervals of about 6 inches, series of four- 
pronged hooks, made of stout (No. 9) wire. 
These hooks are made of two pieces of wire 
so fastened together that the prongs will be 
at right angles to each other. The hooks 
are 4 inches long and are fastened to the 
iron bar in strings containing two or three 
hooks, which are attached to each other 
and to the bar by twine, piiable wire or 
chains, so they will be freely movable. A 
strong plece of rope is tied at or near each 
end of the bar, forming a bridle, to which is 
fastened the ball, or the rope by which the 
dredge is pulled. This rope is about 25 feet 
long. The quantity of hooks varies with the 
length of the bar and the number in each 
string. A 6-foot bar, with three hooks on 


each string, the strings being 6 inches 
apart, would have 39 hooks. A 7'%4-foot bar, 
with only two hooks’ on a string and the 
strings 4 or 5 inches apart, would con- 
tain 46 hooks. In allusion to the shape of 
the hooks, this apparatus is known locally 
as the “crowfoot’’ dredge or rake. 

At the factory the shells are stored in 
covered sheds, the different kinds usually 
being kept In separate bins. Preparatory 
to being used, the shells are sorted into 
sizes by boys. Usually three sizes of 
‘‘niegerheads’’ are recognized. The sorted 
shelss are soaked in barrels of fresh water 
for three to six days to make them less 
brittle. Even when only a few hours out 
of the river the shells become dry and 
brittle. It is necessary that they be used 
while wet, otherwise they crumble or split 
under the saw. 

The next.step is the cutting or sawing of 
the rough blanks. Each cutter has a pile 
of selected shells at hand, and, in the large 
factories, is kept supplied by boys. Nigger- 
head shells are held usually with special 
pliers whiie being cut. These grasp the 
circumference of the shell and enable cut- 
ters to retain it fast whileholding the shell 
at right angles to the saw. Some sawers 
have the hand gloved or mittened and use 
no pliers or pincers. At the more extensive 
plants a fine jet @f water plays on the shell 
as the saw revolves to prevent the forma-

7 is to baste it often, and to cook it 

long enough. A small turkey of sev- 

en or eight pounds (the best selection if 

fat) should be roasted or baked three hours 

at least. A very large turkey should not 

be cooked a minute less than. four hours; 

an extra hour is. preferable to-a minute 

less. If properly basted they will not be- 
come dry. 


With much experience in hotel life, where 
turkeys are ruined by the wholesale, L 
have never seen a piece of turkey that was 
fit to eat. Besides being ‘tasteless, they 
are almost invariably undercooked. First, 
then, after the turkey is dressed, season 
it well, sprinkling pepper and salt on the 
inside; stuff it, and tie it well in shape; 
either lard the top or lay slices of bacon 
over it; wet the skin and sprinkle it well 
with pepper, salt and*flour. It is well to 
allow a turkey to remain some time stuffed 
_ before cooking. Pour a little’ boiling water 
into the bottom of the dripping pan. If it 
is to be roasted do not put it too near the 
coals at first. until it gets well heated 
through; then gradually draw it nearer. 
The excellence of the turkey depends much 


upon the frequency of basting it; occasion- 
ally baste it with a little butter, oftener 
with its own drippings. Just before tak- 
ing it from the fire or out of the oven, put 
on more melted butter, and sprinkle over 
mére flour; this will make the skin more 
crisp and brown. 

NEW. ENGLAND STUFFING.—For the 
craw take the heart and liver of the turkey, 
a slice of fat salt pork, two slices of 
stale bread, one-half cup chopped pars- 
ley, one even teaspoonful black pepper, one 
teaspoonful summer savory; chop very fine 
and it is ready to place in the turkey. For

STUFFING.—With a 
quart of sifted sweet potato mix a cupful, of 
bréad crumbs, a beaten egg, quarter of a 
cupful of butter and a teaspoonful and a 
quarter of salt, a teaspoonful of poultry 
seasoning and a little paprika. Salt and 
pepper well the inside of the turkey and add

stuffing. Truess, butter and add a few slices 
of salt pork and roast. Garnish with sprigs 
of celery and sausage cakes. 

ROAST TURKEY.—Stuff and clean a tur- 
key, make a well-seasoned dressing, cover 
it with thin layers of fat bacon; then roast 
it, and when done dish it up, garnish with 
small pork sausages nicely fried; and cel- 
ery and serve with chestnut sauce. Garnish 
of chestnuts for the turkey: Split the husks 
of .§O chestnuts, put them in a stewpan 
witha little butter and fry them on a slow 
fire until the husks easily peel off. Clean 
them and place in a stewpan with two 
lumps of sugar, a pinch of salt, a teaspoon. 
ful of butter, a half cup of good consomme., 
Set them to boil, then place them by the 
side of the fire, boiling gently until they 
are nearly done. Boil them to a glaze, toss- 
ing to keep covered, and serve. 


TURKEY OR CHICKEN STUFFED 
WITH CHESTNUTS.—Bake three dozen 
chestnuts in the oven. As the skin begins 
to crack take them out, skin and chop fine. 
Put in the frying pan with half an onion, 
cut fine, and some butter, and fry to a 
nice brown. 

Put in a glass of port wine, mix enough 
soaked bread with the chestnuts to make 
the amount of stuffing wanted. Season 
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with salt, pepper and thyme; mix in four 
~ eges and stuff the turkey. 
. OYSTER STUFFING.—Stew a pint of 

oysters in their own liquor, drain off the 
liquor; chop up the oysters, add one-half 
. cup of butter; a shredded onion, one spoon- 
ful of thyme, and let all simmer together. 
Moisten three pints of stale bread crumbs 
with the oyster liquor, add the oysters and 
onion; break in three eggs, season with 
salt and pepper and mix all thoroughly. 

USES FOR THE TURKEY THE DAY 

PR.—Slices are delicious broiled over 

ot coals. They should be kept moist with 
hot butter and thoroughly seasoned. 

Turkey or chicken hash is made by cut- 
ting off every particle of meat left on the 
rack, reducing it to a fine mince. Put a 
tablespoonful of butter into a frying pan 
with a slice of onion. When cooked re- 
move -% onion and add a tablespoonful of 
flour. lowly add a cupful of stock or hot 
water, then a cupful and a half of minced 
meat, well seasoned. Stir, until well mixed 
and heated and serve on toast. 

This makes a delicious breakfast or 
luncheon dish if a poached egg is served 
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on the top of each piece of toast, spiced 
with the hash. 

| CHICKEN CROQUETTES.—Take two 
chickens and two sets of. brains, both 


boiled; one teacupful of suet, chopped fine, 
two sprigs of parsley, chopped; one nutmeg, 
Brated; an even tablespoonful of onion, 
after it is chopped as fine as possible; the 
juice and grated rind of one lemon, salt 
_and black and red pepper to tage. Chop 
the meat very fine; mix all well together; 
add cream until it is quite moist, or just 
right for molding. This quantity will make 
'two dozen croquettes. Mold and dip them 
into beaten egg, and roll in pounded cracker 
or bread crumbs; fry in boiling hot lard. 
CHICKBN, WITH MACARONI, OR 
WITH RICE (French Cook).—Cut the 
chicken into pieces; fry in hot drippings 
or butter the size of an egg, when nearly 
done, put the pieces into another saucepan; 
add a heaping teespoonful of flour to the 
hot drippings and brown it.

together. Add salt and pepper to taste. Boil 
five minutes. Take one quart flour, two 
teaspoonfuls baking powder, a little salt 
and one small cup butter. Mix as biscuit. 
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Take half, roll one-quarter inch thick, and 
line a deep dish, leaving an inch over the 
sides to turn up over top crust. Put in 
chicken, pour Over gravy, cover with the 
other crust, with a large hole in center for 
steam to escape. Wet the edge and fold 
over the under crust, press firmly together. 
Spread soft butter over the top, make or- 
nament to fit the center, and bake until 
done, 

SMOTHERED CHICKEN.—Cut up chick- 
en for fricassee, wash and let stand in cold 
water a little while. Drain, season, credge 
with fluur, and put in dripping pan not 
quite covered wilh water. Dot with bits of 


butter. Cover ciosely and bake until ten- 
der. When done, take from pan and make 
a gravy. 


STUFFING FOR ROAST TURKEYS, 
CHICKENS, DUCKS AND GEESE.—The 
commonest stuffing is this: Two oniccs, 
five ounces of scaked and squeezed bread, 
eight sage leaves, an ounce of butter, pep- 
per, salt, one egg, a Little piece of pork 
minced. Mince the onions and fry them in 
the saute pan before adding them to the 
other ingredients. Some chopped ceiery 
is always a g90d addition. 

BAKE TURKEY.—Let the turkey be 
picked, singed and washed, and wiped dry 
inside and out; joint oniy to the first jo.nt 
in the iegs, «and cut some of the neck off 
if it is all bioody; then cut one dozen gashes 
in the fleshy parts of the turkey—ona the 
outside and in. different parts—and press 
one whole vyster in each gash, then close 
the skin and thesh over each gash as tightly 
as possible; then stuff your turkey, leaving 
a iittie room for the stuffing to sweil. When 
stuffed, sew it up with a stout cord, rub 
over lightly with thour, sprinkle a little suit 
and pepper on it, and put sume in your 
dripping-pan; put in your turkey, baste it 
often Witla its own dripp.ngs; vaae lo a nice 
brown; tarcKen your gravy w..a a liit.e 
flour and waver.

When the gouse .s wasied, and 
reaay for siulthing, have boi.ed taree white 
potatoes, sKin and mash them; chop three 
onions very fine, throw tnem into coid 
water; stir into tne potatoes a spoonful of 
butter, a litt.e sa.t and biack pepper, a ta- 
blespoonful of finely rubbed sage ieaves;

Have ready a 
coarse needle and thread, and sew up the 
s.it made for c.eaning and introducing the 
siuffing. A fui.-giown goose requires one 
and three-quaiter hours. Roast it as a 
turkey, dredging and basting. The gravy is 
prepared as for poultry, with the liver and 
gizzard. Apple sauce is indispensable for 
roast goose.

stuffing for a goose is sage and onions. If 
a strong flavor of onions is liked, they 
should be chopped raw. If this is not the 
case, should be boiled in one or two wa- 
ters, and mixed with breadcrumbs, pow- 
cered sage, salt, pepper and extract nut- 
meg to taste.

TO TRUSS AND ROAST A PARTRIDGE 
OR PHEASANT.—Time, 23 to 30 minutes. 
Partridges should hang a few days. Pluck, 
draw and wipe partridge; cut off head, !eav- 
ing sufficient skin cn neck to skewer back; 
bring legs close to breast, between it and 
side bones, pass skéwer through pinions 
and thick part of thighs. Roast and serve 
with a little gravy poured over birds, aad 
breadsauce and gravy in turc\s. 

DUCKS.—Truss and stuff them with sage 
and onions as you would a goose. If they 
are ducklings, roast them from 23 to 30 
minutes. Epicures say they like them quite 
underdone, yet, at the same time, very hot. 
Full-grown ducks should be roasted an 
hour, and frequently basted. ferve with 
them the brown gib‘et gravy or apple sauce, 
cr both. Green peas should accompany the 
dish. Many parboil ducks before roasting 
or baking them. If there is a suspicfon 
of advanced age parboil them. 

WILD DUCKS.—Wild ducks should be 
cooked rare, with or without stuffing. Baste 
them a few minutes at first with hot water 
to which has been added an onion and 
salt. Then take away the pan and baste 
with butter, and a littie flour to froth and 
brown them. The fire should be quite hot, 
and 20 to 2 minutes is considered the out- 
side limit for cooking them. A brown gra- 
vy mace with the giblets should be served 
in the bottom of the dish. Serve also a 
currant jelly. Garnish the dish with slices 
of lemon. 

ROAST PIGEONS.—Never roast pigeons 
unless they are young and tender. After 
they are well tied in shape, drawing the 
skin over the back, tle thin slices of ba- 
con over the breasts, and pfit a litt:e piece 
of buiter inside each pigeon. File them on 
a skewer, and roast them before a brisk 
fire until thoroughly done, basting them 
with butter. 

PIGEONS BROILED—Split the pigeons at 
the back and flatten them with the cutlet 
bat; season, roll them in melted butter and 
bread crumbs and broil them, basting them 
with butter. Or, cut out the breasts (fil’ets) 
and broil them alone. Serve them on thin 
pieces of toast. Make a gravy of the re- 
maining portions of the pigeons and pour 
ht over them. 

STEWED PIGEONS— 


Pick and draw four 
pigeons, soak them for a couple of hours 
in a pint of claret, thea fill them with sau- 
sage meat, put them into a stewpan with 
the wine in which they were soaked and a 
biade of mace, pour sufficient strong stock 
to cover them. Let them stew gently for an 
hour, then cut them in quarters and lay 
them in a pie dish with a slice of butter 
on each piece and put it in a brisk oven. 
Skim off any fat that Is on the surface of 
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the gravy and reduce it by quick boiling 
to rather more than one-half. Thicken it 
with a dessert spoon of flour and one and 
one-half ounces of butter. Return the pig- 
eons to it and warm them up in it until 
the sauce has reached every part. Then 
arrange them in a silver dish and pour the 
sauce round them, 

REED BIRDS—Cut sweet potatoes length- 
wise; scoop out in the center of each a 
place that will fit half the bird. Now put 
in the birds, after seasoning them with but- 
ter, pepper and salt, tying the two pieces 


, of potato around each of them. Bake them. 


Serve them in the potatoes. Or, they can 
be roasted or fried in boiling lard like other 
birds. 

VENISON STEAKS—Have the gridiron 
hot; broil, and put them on a hot dish; rub 
over them butter, pepper, salt and a little 
melted currant jelly. Some cooks add a 
tablespoonful of Madeira, sherry or port to 
the melted currant-jelly. If one does not 
wish to serve the jelly, simply garnish the 
dish with lemon slices. 

STEWED VENISON.—Cut it into steaks; 


| spread over them a thin layer of stuffing 


made with bread crumbs, minced onion, 
parsley, pepper, salt and a littie pork 
chopped fine; now roll them separately and 
tie them each with a cord: stew them in 
boiling water or stock. Thicken the gravy 
with flour and butter mixed, and add one or 
two spoonfuls of sherry or port wine, 

RABBITS ROASTED.—Skin and dress 
the rabbits as soon as possible, and hang 
them over night. Roast them before a mod- 
erate fire, basting them with butter and a 
little flour when nearly done. 

RABBITS BAKBED.—After they are 
skinned, dressed and hung over night, put 
them into baking pan, sprinkle over pepper 
and salt, and put also a thin slice of bacon 
on the top of each rabbit. Now pour some 
boiling water into the bottom of the pan 
and cover it w:th another pan of equal size, 
letting the rabbits steam about 15 or 2 


minutes; then take off the cover, baste them. 


with a little butter, and let them brown. 

BREAD SAUCE FOR PARTRIDGES OR 
GROUSE.—One cup of stale bread crumbs, 
one onion, two ounces butter, pepper and 
sa!t, a little saace. Cut the onion fine and 
boil it in milk till quite soft; then strain 
the miik on to the bread crumbs and let it 
stand an hour. Put it in a saucepan with 
the boiled onion, pepper, salt and mace. 
Give it a boil and serve in sauce tureen. 
This sauce can also be used for grouse, 
and is very nice. Roast partridges are nice 
served with bread crumbs, fried brown in 
butter, with cranberry or currant jejly laid 
beside them in the platter. 

STEWED CRANBERRIES.—Wash and 
look over carefully. Place in saucepan, lit- 
tle more than covered with water. Cover 
saucepan and stew until skins are tender, 
adding more water if necessary; add one 
pound sugar to each pound of berries. Let 
them simmer 10 or 12 minutes, then geet 
away in a bow) or wide-mouthed crock. 

FRIED SPRING CHICKEN.—Clean and 
joint, then soak in salt water for two 
hours. Put in frying pan equal parts of 
lard and butter—in all enough to cover 
chicken. Roll each piece in flour, dip in 


beaten egg, then roll in cracker crumbs and 
drop into the boiling fat. Fry until 
browned on both sides. Serve on flat plat- 
ter garnished with sprigs of parsiey. Pour

FRICASSEED CHICKEN.—Clean, wash 
and joint the fowls, lay in cold salt and 
water for an hour. Put in pot with one- 
half pound salt pork, cut in etrips, and 
cold water enough to cover them. Cover 
close and heat slowly to.a gentle boll; when 
fowis are full size and fairly tender, stew 
one hour or more after they begin to boil. 
When done add half-chopped onions, pars- 
ley and pepper, cover again for 10 minutes. 
Stir up two tablespoonfuls flour in cold 
water, then into a cup of hot milk, and 
this in turn into two beaten eggs, then 
put in one large spoonful butter, and pour 
into the saucepan; mix well, boll fairly, 
place chickens on your dish and pour the 
gravy over them and serve, 


CHICKEN PATES.—Chop meat of cold 
chicken fine and season well. Make large 
cupful rich drawn butter and while on fire 
stir in two eggs, bolled hard, minced very 
fine, also a little chopped parsley, then 
chicken meat. Let almest boil. Have 
ready some patepans of good paste, 
baked quickly to light brown. Slip from 
pans while hot, fill with mixture and set 
in oven to heat. Arrange upon dish and 
serve hot. 

BONED CHICKEN.—Boll a chicken in 
little water as possible until meat will fall 
from bones; remove skin, chop together 
light and dark parts; season with pepper 
and salt. Boil down liquid in which chick- 
en was boiled, then pour it on meat; place 
in tin, wrap tightly in cloth, press with 
heavy weight several hours. When served, 
cut in thin slices. 


CHICKEN POTPIE.—Two large chickens 
jointed and boiled in two quarts water; add 
a few slices salt pork; season. When near- 
ly cooked, add crust made of one quart 
flour, four teaspoonfuls baking powder, 
One saltspoonful sa:t; stir in stiff batter 
with water; drop into kettle while boiling; 
cover close and cook 2 minutes. 

MARYLAND FRIED CHICKEN,—Cut up 
a chicken into convenient pleces—that tia, 
dividing the breast, back, legs at drum- 
sticks and joint, and folding the wings 
after they have been cut off. Put in cold 
water for 15 minutes; take out and wipe 
carefully and dredge in pepper, salt and 
flour. Have boiling lard in the frying pan, 
and put the pieces of chicken in. Keep 
turning them until they are a deep golden 
brown. Then take out and put on a hot 
platter. Mix a tablespoonful of flour with 
milk enough to make it wet, and put in 
the frying pan with the boiling lard, add 
half cup of milk; stir well and let all boil 
together for a few minutes, then pour this 
gravy over the chicken or serve with it.

THE CHAFING DISH. 


H AVE the table simply and daintly set, 


without a cloth, ard a dolly before 

each guest. A sufficient nmber of 
knives, forks and even spoons, for dessert 
spoons are used for dishes a la Newburgh 
and glasses for water and beer or wine, 
should be at each place. 

Beaten biscuit, crackers and sandwiches 
should be on the table and pickles, olives, 
etc., also. 

Have the chafing dish placed on a tray 
before the person who is to use it. The 
various articles to be used in the prepara- 
tion of the couree should be put in bowls 
on another tray. The Russian wooden 
bowls come in all sizes and are very at- 
tractive for this purpose. 

The preliminary preparation of the foods 
should be done in the kitchen. A wooden 
spoon will be found most convenient for 
stirring. 

See that the wicks of the lamp are per- 
fectly trimmed and the reservoir half full 
of alcohol. Look after this carefully be- 
fore preparing each dish. Wood alcohol 
will be found most economical to use. 

In cooking over hot water pan see that 
haif an inch of water is in it. But this 
pan is unnecessary, except to the novice 
or to keep things warm. When dishes are 
properly stirred and watched there ie lit- 
tle danger of burning. 

Above all things, have all condiments and 
materials at hand. 

Toast is a necessity in most dishes, and 
may be prepared in the kitchen or over an 
asbestos pad over the flame. 

Dishes suitable for chafing dish cooking 
are stews, eggs and cheese. 

The simplest way of cooking is to put a 
little butter in the dish and when it bub- 
bles add oysters, mushrooms or any article 
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which makes its own liquor; season to 
taste. 

Paprika is better than cayenne for season. 
ing. 

Serve everything immediately, as the 
chief charm of these dishes 1s their hot- 
ness. 

WELSH RAREBIT.—Melt three pats of 
butter, size of walnut, in chafing dish, put 
in three cupfuls grated American cream 
cheese, and when thoroughly melted add 
one-third pint of beer and teaspoonful of 
prepared English mustard. Never stop stir- 
ring from start. When cheese is complete- 
ly meltéd, add two beaten eggs and cook 
for a moment longer. 

Serve on toast on hot-plates. If higher 
seasoning is desired, use condiments to 
taste. 

WELSH RAREBIT.—To make the rarebit 
for six persons take two pounds of fresh 
American cheese well cut up and grated. 
First put into the dish over the fire a small 
piece of butter. Mix in a cup a good 
tablespoonful of mustard, a half teaspvon- 
ful of paprika, a half teaspoonful ot salt, 
all well dissolved in ale or beer. Stir well 
until the mass is of the consistency of bat- 
ter and gets heated to the boiling point. 
To prevent it from becoming stringy at this 
time the cook must show his art by a ju- 
dicious supply of butter and ale. Have your 
toast ready and with a fork plunge each 
piece into the rarebit, thoroughly covering 
it, and then quickly serve on a heated 
plate. | 

CLAMS A ‘LA NEWBURGH.—Put twen- 
ty-five fresh soft-shell clams into a sauce- 
pan with one tablespoonful of butter. Stir 
until heated. Then add one tablespoonful 
of flour and cook until it thickens. To the 
beaten yolks of two eggs add one cup of 
cream; beat well and pour over the clams. 
Stir until heated and cooked, but do not 
ailow to boil. Then take from the fire, add 
two tablespoonsful of Madeira and serve 
immediately, | 

CHICKEN A LA. NEWBURGH.—In the 
Newburgh sauce, when prepared, put the 
white and dark meat of a cold boiled chick- 
en, cut into dice.

Put a 
ball of butter and tabiespoonful of flour 
into the chafing dish.

Few dinners are considered complete 
, It imparts a 
relish, and is regarded by many an aid to 
digestion. The art in using it, if such it 
may be called, is, first, to obsérve sim- 
plicity in the selection, and then to serve 
it with nicety. In. those countries where 
the sparkling fluid is used as a. common 
beverage, where Bohemianism is cultivated 


_in ail its delightful phases, its mission has 
' been to lengthen the dining hour and. ren- 


der it a time of pleasure, instead of a duty, 
as observed in this country. .’ 

At a dinner party of any sort taste en- 
ters largely into the selection of wines. 
Seasons and kinds of food should receive 
due attention, aleo the fact that too many 
wines are apt to confuse the palate. When 
attending a public dinner one frequently 
finds sherry, sauterne or Rhine wine and 
champagne. The sherry is served with the 
soup or fish, the second wine with the fol- 
lowing courses, and the champagne last. 
Separate glasses, of course, are laid for 
each, but are allowed to remain through- 
out the dinner. 

At a small, informal dinner the host ar- 
ranges things as fancy may dictate. There 
are a few points, however, with which he 
should be thoroughly familiar. He knows 
that he should have good wine, if any, and 


‘when more than one kind, a separate glass 


for each. Two things he must guard against 
are calculation and ostentation. Either will 
have.a tendency to mar:the dinner. There 
is such a thing as giving a most delightful 
affair at moderate expense. In this the 
selection of wine needs consideration. There 
is something refreshing about good table 
beer, and, together with a like quality of 
ale, constitute what; in the minds of many 
people, is a luxury, besides being very 
wholesome. Cider, lemonade and punch are 
also aceeptable. ; 

In serving wine the water never touches 
the glasses. He starts at the host, tipping 
his or her glass, and going to the right, 
fills each glass. It used to be the proper 
thing to see to the ladies first, but the cus- 
tom was dropped several years ago. 

MILK PUNCH.—One quart milk, two 
glasses best sherry, four tablespoonfuls 
powdered sugar, four eggs, yolks only, 
and well beaten.

REMEMBER how, when I was 6 or 7 
| years old, IT once ran out of the school- 
house during recess to pick up some 
Misscuri halilstones, while others large as 
marbles were falling about me, threatening 
to smash my skull. I xzave the trophies to 
a dark-eyved girl of my agre—not with a 
view to any possible reward, but simply 
because I loved her more than all the other 

girls ccnbined and wanted tc please her. 
Tt is not difficult to explain why among 
_the lower races individual preference either 
does not occur at all or is so weak and 
utilitarian that the difference of a few cows, 
more or less, may deciae a lover's fate. 
Like sunflowers in the same garden the 
girls in a tribe differ so little from one 
ancther that there is no particular call for 
discrimination. They are all breught up in 
exactly the same way, eat the same focd, 
do the same work, think the same thoughts. 


As civilization progresses the sexes be- 
come -more and more differentiated, thus 
affordigig individual preference and irfinite- 
ly ered te scope. The mind, too, has sex, 
‘as wellias the body. ‘*t is still in process of 
evolution and too many individuals _ still 
approximate the type of the virago or. the 
effeminate man; but the time will come for 
all, as it Has already come for many, when 
a masculine trait in a woman’s character 
will make as disagreeable an impression as 
a-blacksmith’s sinewy arm on the body of @ 
society girl would make in a ballroom. 


Men and women fall in love with what is 
unlike, not with what is like them. While 
the savage has only one kind of ffowers to 
choose between—all of one color, too—the 
civilized white man has a large’ variety 
from which to make a selection. A civilized 
lover would mourn the loss of his bride be- 
cause it would be absolutely impossible to 
duplicate ner. Here lies the explanation of 
one of the mysteries of .modern love—its 
stubborn fidelity to the beloved after the 
choice has been made. 

Romantic love exacts complete monopoly 
of its devotees. Romantic love is a monop- 
olist absolutely exclusive of all participa- 
‘tion and rivalry. A genuine Romeo wants 
Juliet, the whole of Juliet and nothing but 
‘Jutiet. She monopolizes his thoughts by 


day, his dreams at night; her image blends 
with everything he sees, her voice with 
everything he hears. His imagination is a 
lens which gathers together all the light 
and heat of a giant world and focuses them 
on one brunette or blonde. He is a miser 
who begrudges every smile, every look she 
bestows on Ophers. 

A modern lover would loathe the savage 
idea of temporary marriages, because he 
feels sure that his love will be eternal and 
unalterabie; he may be mistaken, but that 
at any rate is his ideal. It includes lasting 
monopolism. Genuine love cannot exist 
without respect for the ‘beloved, whatever 
may be said to.the contrary by those who 
know not the difference between sensual] 
and sentimental love. 

Women as well as men—primitiv

e, ancient, 
strangers to jealousy 
of any kind, or else knew it only as a 
species of anger, hatred, cruelty and selfish 
sensuality; never as an ingredient of love. 
The fear, distress, humiliation, anguish of 
modern jealousy are in the mind of the 
modern husband. He suffers torments, but 
has no wish to torment either of the guilty 
ones. There are, indecd, in civilized coun- 
tries ‘husbands who siay erring wives, buf 
they are not civilized husbands. Civilized 
husbands resort to separation, not to mur- 
der, and in dismissing the guilty wife they 
punish themselves more than her, for she 
nas shown bv her actions that she does not 
love him, amd therefore cannot feel the 
deepest pang at the separation. ‘I'here is no 
anger, no desire for revenge. Concors 
comes into the world through love; hatred 
is far from jealousy, through the fact that 
a man or a woman who truly loves cannot 
tolerate even the thought of punishing one 
who has held first place in his or her af- 
fection. The jealousy of romantic love pre- 
ceding marriage differs from the jealousy 
of conjugal love in so far as there can 
be no claim to a monopoly of affection 
where the very existence of any recipro- 
cated affection still remains in doubt. Be- 
fore the engagement the uncertain lover 
in the preserce of a rival is tortured by 
doubt, anxiety, fear, despair, and he may 
violently hate the other man, though not 
necessarily, feeling that the rival has as 
much claim to the girl's attention as he 
has. Duels between rival lovers are not 
enly silly, but are an insult to the girl 
to whom the choice ought to be submitted, 
and the verdict accepted manfully. A ffian 
who shoots the girl herself because she 
loves another and refuses him puts himself 
on a level below the lowest brute, and 
cannot plead either true love or true jeal- 
ousy as his excuse.

In other 
words, coyness is a trait of feminine love, 
the only ingredient of that passion which 
is not to some extent common to both 
sexes. 


Coyness is most useful, for a man’s es- 
teem for virtues which he does not. alto- 
gether practice himself is responsible for its 
existence. Man's fickieness was another 
factor which aided its growth. If a girl 
did not say nay (when she would rather say 
yes) and hold back, hesitate and delay, the 
suitor would in many cases suck the honey 
from her lips and flit away to another 
flower. Experéence has taught women that 
men are apt to value favors in proportion 
to the difficulty in winning them, and the 
wisest women have profited by the les- 
eon. 

Another very important thing that ex- 
perience taught women was that by defer- 
ring or withholding their caresses and 
smiles they could Make the tyrant man 
humble, generous and gallant. Girls who 
do not throw themselves away on the first 
man who comes along also have an advan- 
tag over others who are less fastidious 
and coy, and by transmitting their dispo-

Therd is, therefore, no 
reason why we should not read of troubled 
or ecstatic lovers in the poems of the an- 
clent writers, who, while knowing love 
only as selfish passion, nevertheless had 
sufficient imagination to suffer the agonies 
of thwarted purpose and the delights of 
real'zed hopes. 


In the ecstasy of his feelings Rosalind’s 
lover wants to have her name carved orm 
every tree in the forest; but usually the 
lover assumes that all things in the for- 
ests, plants or animals, sympathize with 
him even without having ‘his beloved’s 
name thrust upon them.

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heart and knew net tenderness. Parents 
enjoy the pleasures of their children as 
they never did their own egotistic delights. 
Amorous sympathy implies a complete self- 
eurrender and exchange of personalities. To 
a woman who wishes to be loved truly and 
permanently a sympathetic disposition is as 
essential as modesty, and more essential 
than beauty. Some one has said. “Love at 
first sight is easy enough; what a girl 
wants is a man who can love her when 
he gees her every day."’ That, he might 
have added, is impagsible unless she can 
enter irto another’s jovya and sorrows. 

In primitive and ancient times man was 
unable to feel that love of which adoration 
is am essential Ingredient, but such was 
never the case with woman. From the 
earilest times have they not been taught, 
with club and otherwise, to look up io 
man as a superior being, and did not this 
enable them to adore him with true love? 
No; for primitive women, though they 
might have feared or admired man for his 
superior power, were too coarse, ignorant 
and degradcd—being, as a rule, even lower 
than men-—to be able to share even a single 
ingredient of the refined love that we ex- 
perience. At the same time, it may be 
said that woman had a natural advantage 
over man in-being gradually trained for 
an attitude of devotion. Just as the care 
of her infants taught her sympathy, so the 
daily inculeated duty of sacrificing her- 
self for her lord and master fostered the 
germs of adoration. 

Christianity emphasized and honored ihe 
feminine virtues of patience, meekness, hu- 
mility, compassion, gentleness, and thus 
helped to place woman on a level with man 
and in the noblest of moral qualities even 
above him. The worship of one immacu- 
late woman gradually taught men to re- 
spect and adore other women; the lover 
found it. easiest to go down on his knees 
before the girl he worshiped. 


“Among the lower races man habitually 
despises and maltreats woman. Gallantry 
is unknown. The Australian who fights for 
his family shows courage, not gallantry, 
for he is simply protecting his private prop- 
erty. 

Our modern gallantry towards women dif- 
fers radically from all that preceded it in 
being unselfish. It is synonymous with true 
chivalry—dfSinterested devotion to those 
who, while physically weaker, are consid- 
ered superior moraily and esthetically. 


To a lover in particular such gallantry is 
not a duty, but a natural impulse. He lies 
awake nights devising plans for pleasing 
the object of his devotion. His gallantry 
is an impulse to sacrifice himself for the 
beioved—an instinct so inbred by genera- 
tions of practice that now even a chiid may 
manifest it. 

‘If a modern lover, desiring to possess a 
girl, got her into a predicament which culmi- 
nated in the necessity of his either slaying 
her with his own ‘hands or killing himself, 
and he did not choose the latter alternative, 
we should regard him as more contemptible 
than the vilest assassin. To us, self-sacri- 
fice in such a case would seem not a test 
of love, nor even of honor, so much as of 
common decency. 

Just as man’s fierce jealousy kelped to 
make women chaster than men, so the in- 
culecation in women of self-sacrifice as a 
duty gradually made them naturally in- 
clined to that virtue—an inclinaéion which 
was strengthened by inveterate, deep- 
rooted maternal love. Thus it happened 
that self-sacrifice assumed rank in course 
of time as a specifically feminine virtue. 
So much so that a German thinker declared 
“the woman’s life should disappear in the 
man’s without a remnant,’ and that this 
process is love. No doubt it is love, but love 
derands at the same time that the man’s 
life should disappear in the woman's. 

True affection is rational, conscious, un- 
selfish, deep and enduring. Being rational, 
it looks not to the enjoyment or comfort of 
the moment, but to future and enduring 
welfare, and therefore does not hesitate 


to punish folly or misdeeds in order to avert 
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future iliness or misfortune. Inetead of 
being a mere instinctive impulse, iMable to 
cease at any moment, it is a conscious al- 
truism, never faltering in its ethical sense 
of duty, utterly incapable of sacrificing an- 
cther’s comfort or well being to its own. 

It has been truly said, “Affection is love 
tested and purified in the fire of the Intel- 
lect.” It appeara when after the veil of 
fancy has dropped, a beloved one is seen 
in the natural beauty with var’ous human 
limitations, and is still found worthy of the 
warmest regard. It comes siowly, but it 
endures; gives more than {ft takes, and has 
a tinge of tender gratitude for a thousand 
kind acts and for the bestowal of cotating 
happ‘ness. 

Romantic love has worked two astound- 
ing miracles. By sympathy, adorat‘on, gal- 
lantry, self-sacrifice and affection, it has 
overthrown the Gollath of selfishness. Dy 
two other modern ‘ingredients it has 
evercome another formidable foe of civill- 
aztion, sensualism. Romantic love is a su- 
per-sensual feeling of erystalline purity 
from which all gross matter has been dis. 
t lled, 

The change in love from the barbarian 
ancient attitude to the modern™-conception 
of it, as a yvefined, purifying feeling is 
closely connected with the growth of the 
altruistic ingredtents of love, espec’ally ad- 
oration. It is one of the points where re- 
ligion and love meet. In the eyes of re- 
fined modern lovers every spotless maiden 
has the gift of penetrative virginity. The

NEW YORK, Nov. 3.

ITH tears of joy streaming down 
his face, John P. Holland wit- 


nessed the successful test of his 
wendeérful submarine boat, and received as- 
Surance of its final acceptance by the 
United States Government. 

Twenty-five years he had waited for that 
blissful moment. Twenty-five years he 
had planned and labored and hoped. When 
the supreme test was over, and when the 
produet of his brain became in that; hour 
the most remarkable defender of this na- 
tion, he was overjoyed; and when Rear- 
Admiral Rodgers, U. 8. N., president of the 
Inspetting Board; Capt. John Lowe, chief 
engineer of the United States Navy, ap- 
proached to congratulate him, the aged in- 


-vyentor was almost overcome. 


The official test of the submarine boat 
Holland was made in Peconic Bay, at the 
eastern end of Long Island, Nov. 6, 1899. 

The Holland ig the most wonderful vessel 


‘ever built for naval use. 


Capt. Lowe pronounces it ‘‘a successful 
and. yeritable torpedo boat * * * an en- 
gine of warfare’ of terrible potency,” and 
recommends that 50 similar boate be con- 
structed immediately for the United States 
Navy. 

The total cost would be §$7,500,000—a sum 
not greatly exceeding the cost of a modern 
batt-eship of the first-class. 

The acceptance of the Holland marks the 
introduction itno the United States Navy of 
the most novel and dreaded instrument of 
destruction in the world, 

The trials which the Government required 
were that the submarine boat should. pro- 
ceed a mile under water, rise to the surface 
to make an observation from the conning 
tower, discharge a torpedo at a target while 
at full speed and return under water.to the 
starting point. 

Alj- this the submarine boat did success- 
fully in 24 minutes. 

The test was planned exactly as if the 
Holiand were attacking an enemy’s vessel. 

The veseel is a steel shell, 54 feet long, 
pointed at the ends, and with a maximum 
diameter of 10% feet. 

Within this space is secreted 40,000 
pounds of machinery and fittings, consist- 
ing Of a W-horee-power gasoline” engine, 
which runs the propeller when the boat is 
on the surface. The eogtee also charges 
the electric batteries. 

This electrical power is drawn upon to 
propel the boat below the water’s surface 
when the gasoline engine could not be 
operated, as it would vitiate the air inside 
the vessel, 

The defensive apparatus is located in the 
bow. The most important factor is a tor- 
pedo tube pointing straight ahead, hori- 
zontally. 

This will be used for discharging torpe- 
does under water. 

Another tube, which points upward at 
an angle of 20 dégrees, will be used for 
firing torpedoes into ‘the air. 

The chief use for which the Holland is 
intended is for coast defense of the United 
States, but she could be used to attack, at 
a distance of one mile, either a warship or 
a fortification. 

To ‘make the boat dive under the surface, 
the gir chambers in the lower part of the 
hull are opened and filled with water. At 
the same time her course is directed down- 
ward by means of a horizontal rudder. 

Nime tons of water will cause her to dis- 
appear and run five feet under the surface. 

Sufficient ballast can be taken to sink 
her to a depth of 140 fect. 

The Holland’s speed when submerged is 
from six to eight knots an hour. She .an 


make 10 knots when sailing with her con-. 


ning tower visible. 
This tower is only two and a half feet in 


diameter. In a rough sea it cannot be seen 


at any considerable distance. On a clear 


Gay .the little vessel can be discerned as a 
gray speck at a.distance of one mile, if 
stiong marine glasses are used. The €an- 
ger of the conning tower being struck is 
very shght, yet it is protected by four- 
inch plates. 

Contrary to appearances, this little boat 
can withstand a storm admirably. Actual 
tests prove that in a heavy sea she has 
less motion than the ordinary sea craft on 


the surface. 


The Government will pay Inventor Hol- 
land $175,000 for his boat. The-other half 
of the «$350,000 appropriation for torpedo 
Loats will be used in building a duplicate 
of the Holland. 

Capt. Lowe's report to Secretary of the 
Navy Long is dated New Suffolk, Long 
Island, N. Y¥., Nov. 7, 1899. In it he says: 


Capt. Lowe’s Report. 
IR: In obedience to your order 180,609, 
S July 7, 1899, on Thursday, July 13, I 
proceeded to this stat'om and estab- 
lished communication with the Holland Co. 
by presenting myself to its secretary, Elihu 
B. Frost, Esq, and thereupon commenced 
a ser‘es of observations hereinafter de. 
scribed. 

At this place are stationed and maintained 
a force of mechanics and draughtsmen, as 
well as the torpedo boat Holland, with its 
crew and their understudies. Near by, in 
Little Peconic Bay, is also maintained a 
trial and practice course two miles long, 
marked out and subdivided by flag-poles 
upon each side and end. 

Upon this course the Holland has made 
a large number of runs in both directions, 
all of them for the purpose of experiment, 
for the instruction of the crew and their 
understudies and incidentally for exhibition 


purposes whenever convenient to all par- 


ties concerned. 

On Monday, Nov. 6, 189), the first official 
trial of the Holland took place before the 
Board of Inspection and Survey, the follow- 
ing members being present: Rear Acmiral 
Frederick Rodgers, U. 8S. N., president; 
Commander William H. Emory, U. S. N.; 
Commander Charles R. Roelker, U.S. N.; 
Naval Constructor W. L. Capps, U. S. N.; 
Lieut Richard Henderson, U. 8. N., re- 
corder. 


All movements of the vessel were made 
in obedience to the command of the presi- 
dent, Rear Admiral Rodgers, U. 8. N. 

I greatly regret the fact that the crew 
of the vessel wcre not given the opportu- 
nity to exhibit themselves in one thing 
more to which they had been drilled, to- 
wit: Allowing the vessel to sink to the 
bottom of the bay, and thus, while en- 
tirely out of sight of eny, either fNend or 
enemy, while resting on the bottom, of 
loading the third torpedo in readiness for 
a third shot, and then leisurely making her 
appearance upon the surface again, to fire 
the third shot. 

Throughout this trial the submergement 
could have been anything desired, but care 
was taken not to entirely submerge the 
flags and poles, because that would have 
rendered the vessel invisible to the board. 
In real warfare these flags and poles would 
not be present at all and the vexsel would 
be invisible even when lightly submerged. 

Throughout the trial the air in the living 
spaces was entirely pure to breathe, being 
refreshed from the steering engines and 
from that used in discharging the trimming 
tanks. .

The frame- 
work is entirely made of aluminium, and 
is said to resemble a vast birdcage with 
wire ropes. and is covered with a fabric 
which it is said has never been employed 
before in balloon construction. 

The adoption of the compartment.system 
gives certain important advantages. “This 
arrangement permits the use of rigid cham- 
bers as gas spaces without bringing the 
gas into contact with the atmospheric air 
in the chambers during filling,’’ as the 
patent specification says. The filling is 
only continued until the balloons are so 
distended as to leave space for expansion 
of the gas from heat or rarefaction of the 
atmosphere. Special auxiliary gas bags, 
of the same diameter as the main ones, are 
inserted between, and these are fitted with 
valves, etc., and can be emptied of the 
gas as desired in maneuvering the air ship. 
The main gas bags thus always remain, 
under ordinary circumstances, with their 
charge of gas intact and uninterefered with. 
Under the balloon, throughout its length, 
runs a gangway, rigidly connected to the 
framework.

D. C.—Gray hair is not always caused 
by age. The coloring matter of the hair, 
or pigment, is made up of minerals—iron, 
magnesia and sulphur. When through any 
cause one of these ingredients fails or be- 
comes less in quantity the result is a 
change in the color of the hair. In dark 
hair iron predominates, in fair hair magne- 
sia. When the iron fails dark hair will be- 
come gray, amd soretimes in the process 
will have a phase when it will be quite 
yellow.

I learned that the average age was 27 
years and that the blonde type was least 
tractable. Old Capt. Bradbury always sald 
he would rather discipline a dozen men of 
the brunette type than one blonde. 
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Within the city Umitse, and right under 
the shadow of Lincoln Insitute, is the most 
forlorn little cemetery in Missouri. It is 
the convict graveyard, and was originally 
the 
name. A barbed-wire fence encloses this 
little burying ground. No gateway or 
gravel walks, or flower beds ornament its 
sloping sides. Only yellow pine head pieces, 
simply inscribed with prisoner's name and 
the date of his death, are sprinkled about 
to Indicate his last resting place, He is 
buried by the prison chaplain and two con- 
victs, who pray and sing and otherwise 
observe alt forms of the Christian burial. 

When a convict dies it is termed in Pen!- 
tentiary parlance, ‘‘cutting his time.” If 
it is found that. prison life undermines the 
health, as it is sute to do In cases pred's- 
posed to consumption, @ pardon is granted 
and the invalid te sent to: his home and 
friends, if he has‘any.- - 


In addition to burying the dead, the prison 
chaplain exercises a general supervision 
over the library, visits the sick and 
preaches twice a day on Sunday. In the 
forenoon he preaches to the men—by far 
the largest steady congregation in the State 
—and'in the afternoon to women, which is

OHN HAYS HAMMOND, the mining 


son rald-in South Africa in 18%; and 
who was sentenced to death by the Kru- 
ger Government, arrived tn New York last 
week and Is now on his way to Mexioo on 
business. 

This knowledge wil relieve the fears of 
thousands of his friends in America, where 
he was born. 

Soon after the commencement of the Boer 
war (Mr. Hammond dropped’out of sight and 
nobody seemed to know where he had gone. 
Many feared that he had been put to death 
secretly by the Boers. Others believed that 
he had been captured and deported by them. 
His appearance in New York was the ‘first 
definite knowledge anybody in this country 
had concerning his whereabouts. 

The history of John Hays Hammond ts 
remarkable. He first went to South Afri- 
ca through the influence of Barnay Bar- 
nato, the great South African mining king, 
and was made chief mining engineer of the 
Consolidated Gold Fields Mining Co. by Ce- 
cil Rhodes. There is no mining engineer 
in the world to-day whose word has great- 
er weight than that of Mr. Hammond. 

Mr. Hammond was one of the promoters 
of the celebrated raid made into the Trans- 
vaal by. Dr. Jameson in December, 1895. 
The letter inviting Jameson to Johannes- 
burg was signed by John Hays Hammond, 
Charles Leonard Francis Rhodes, Lionel 
Phillips and George Farrar. These men, 
with 24 others, were arrested Jan. 9, 18%, 
on.a charge of rebellion and high treason. 
A total of 64 arrests were made. Mr. Ol- 
ney, then Secretary of State to President 
Cleveland, immediately cabled to the United 
States representative:

NO GREAT 


J. S. Bloch Finds That When 
Modern Inventions Shall 
Be Taken Advantage 
of War Will Be 
Impossible. 


J 8. BLOCH, an Englishman, has writ- 
. 


ten a@ book of 380 pages, price 6s. 
called “Is War Now Impossible?’ 
He dismisses the “‘littie wars’? which Eng- 
jand has waged in Egypt, India, Africa and 
elsewhere as simply matters of ‘frontier 
police.” They are trifies—not war. War 
means the nations of the world in arms 
and in deadly struggle. Mr. Bloch be- 
lieves that in future such war will be im- 
possible, and he has written six huge en- 
cyolopedic volumes to prove his assertion. 
Mhis aggregation is called ‘The War of 
the Future tn Its Technical, Boonomio and 
Political Relation.”” The volume mentioned, 
“Is War Now Impossible?’ is an ubridg- 
ment of this great edition. 
The Czar read this book. The result 
was the International Peace Conference, 
Mr. Bloch says. 


The author begins his task with an elab- 
orate inguiry into the methods, past and 
future, of waging war on land. He has no 
difficulty in showing that recent inven- 
tions and discoveries in respect of powder 
and small arms have revolutionized the 
conditions of carnpaigns. The day of the 
bayonet has passed. Between the armies 
of the future when engaged in mortal com- 
bat there will be “a belt a thousand paces 
wide,” in which no Mving being can stand 
for a moment. Smokeless powder and the 
magazine rifie will so affect the aspect of 
the battiefield that the soldier for a con- 
siderable time will not know that a battle 
is going om, until, In trying to rise from his 
rifle pit, he falls dead. The modern bullet 
does not roam casually over people's heads, 
but goes straight to its mark. Fiying at 
about five feet above the ground it strikes 
all it meets for a distance of G0 yards, 
and, after the introduction of the still more 
perfect arms now under trial in this and 
other countries, the effective distance wil! 
be nearly a mile. lts penetrative power, too, 
is great. It will pass easily through four or 
five men ina row. Trees and earthworks, 
unless of kmmense solidity, do not stop it. 
As the diecharge of the rifie cannot be seen 
nor even heard at the distances at which 
it is effective, much execution will be done 
before the soldier finds out where the en- 
emy is. The destructive power of artil- 
lery has also been so immensely increased 


it is now 230 times more effective. All this 
has so changed military procedure and tac- 
tics that the battles of the future will, ex- 
cept for the slaughter, in no way nesem- 
Die those of the past. This fact has worked 
upon the imagination of a Frenchman, 
Capt. Nigote, whom Mr. Bloch quotes, and 
he thus depicts a future battle:

Af 
army of doctors and nurses almost as large 
as the fighting line will be necessary, and 
the wounds will be so ghastly that death, 
mercifully quick, will be the only desire. 

The mext great war will be one of en- 
trenchments. Uniess they are to be picked 
off like flies soldiers will have to fight in 
very loose formation and to avail them- 
selves, of all possible cover. The spade 
will be as indispensable as the rifle. and 
the first thing every man wiil have to do 
will be to dig a hole in the ground and 
throw up as strong an earthen rampart as 
he can, to shield him from the coming hail 
of bullets. Battles may last therefore for 
days, and even weeks, and in the end no 
decisive victory will be gained, for the end 
will probably be mutual destruction. 

On the question of the cost of future bel- 
ligerency, Mr. Bloch is on sure ground. He 
says:

The administration of ether seemed neces- 
sary, but ether calls for some vigor in the 
breathing apparatus and my son’s condl- 
tion in this regard was so feeble that ether 
was likely to kill him. 

So the doctors waited, hoping for some- 
thing to turn up, until my son insisted 
upon the surgeons proceeding with the ope- 
ration without ether. 

So the surgeons yielded and on Sept. 19, 
Dr. Abbe performed the operation. There 
were present Drs. Robert F. Weir and 
Arthur L. Fisk, surgeons, and Drs. Pierce 
Bailey and Bdwerd D. Fisher, neurolo- 
gists. Dr. Thomas L. Bennett was aiso 
present. 

My son was placed face down upon the 
table and prepared to receive the knife, 
knowing that. the slightest move or mis- 
take meant death. Cocaine was applied to 
the skin so as# to deaden the first shock 
of pain, but that was all. Ether was held 
in reserve. 

It was 4 p. m. when Dr. Abbe made the 
first incision. The operation took nearly an 
hour. The back portions of the two verte- 
brae were removed, laying the sheath of the 
cord bare and relieving the pressure. Then 
the’ incisions were closed. ‘The parts of 
the bone removed will be replaced with a 
kind of gristie which will grow there, pro- 
tecting the cord. 

My son bore the pain without a tremor, 
Lolding his head motionless. 

l‘or days after the operation my soh felt 
nothing, but at last nervous sensations be- 
gan to be felt and to increase in fovce. 
His breathing improved and his digestion 
became stronger.

HIS metaphor occurs near the con- 
c.usion of an article in which the au- 
thor of “‘The Present Evolution of 

Man” seeks to demonstrate: 

1, That drunkenness is not hereditary. 2. 
That the capacity for enjoying drink is 
hereditary. 3. That the sober nations of 
civilization were once drunken nations, but 
became sober through the elimination of 
susceptible individuals by nature’s pian of 
the survival of the fittest. 4. That if you 
cut off alcohol you stop the operation of 
nature's law and allow the race to reveri to 
its original condition of susceptibility to 
drink craving, placing it on a level with 
avage peoples, who are decimated by al- 
cohol when they make tts acquaintance, 

Concerning temperance reformers of tne 
ordinary stripe the author sa@ye: 

“They may achieve temporary success, 
but they cannot possibly be permanently 
successful, for the use of aicohol cannot 
be banished from the world and the crav- 
ing for it would, through reversion, gath- 
er head in the race, till, iike an obstructed 
mountain stream, it burst all barriers, 
when the last state of the race wy 
worse than the first. j 

“Tt fs surely clear, therefore, that if the 
world is to become more temperateqit must 
be by the elimination not of drink but of 
the excessive drinker.” ' 

In his support of his contention that 
nation cut off from alcohol would revert 
weakness in this direction, By. 
stances well-known phenomena in 
er forms of creation, thus: 

“It we cease to breed race-horses care- 
fully they revert to the original type, the 
ordinary horse. The same is true of. ali 
other prize breeds of animals—e. &., dogs, 
cattle, pigs, pig@éons, poultry, etc. 

“Now alcoholic evolltien_is possible to 
primitive peoples oniy when ftcohol is 
scanty and dilute. With the strong and 
plentiful alcohe)] of modern civilization the 
death rate of primitive peoples becomes so 
large that they undergo not evolution but 
extinetion, as has happened time and again 
in the Western Hemisphere. 

“To be beneficial, therefore, prohibition 
must be eternal, It must endure as long 
as the human race endures.”’ 

Dr. Reid points out that in England the 
“better classes,"’ although they have great- 
er opportunities for drunkenness, are more 
temperate than the “lower,’’ who have 
lesser opportunities. He explains this by 
saying: 

“It is a fact that the better classes, 
epeaking generally, have descended from 
the better classes of former times, who 
Having more purchasing power, have been 
more thoroughly weeded out by drink than 
the lower.”’; 

Against the theory that ciimate has any- 
thing to do with racial differences in the 
matter of drinking the auther points out 
that, whereas all savages from pole to 
pole are drunken, the Jews in all climes 
are sober. And he disposes of other theories 


thus: 

“The worries of civilization—but South 
BHuropeans are more civilized and more tem- 
perate than savages. 

“Absence of civilization—but North Eu- 
ropeans are more civilized and more drunk- 
en than South Europeans. 

“Strength of beverages—but savages, who 
are unable to manufacture alcohol or can 
manufacture it in very dilute solutions 
only, are conspicuously more drunken than 
North Europeans. 

‘‘Parental or ancestral drunkenness—but 
savages, whose parents and ancestors nev- 
er had any drink, are the most drunken 
of all. 

““Eduecation—what is there in the educa- 
tion of South Europeans and Jews which 
renders them so superior in this particu- 
lar to North Europeans? 

“Temperament—but how did differences 
in temperament arise if not through evolu- 
tion ?’’ 

Dr. Reid began his paper by considering 
heredity, whether acquired traits, as dis- 
tinguished from inborn traits, may be 
transmitted from parent to child. 

He points out that in cases of diseases 
prevalent but not.deadly, such as chicken- 
pox, where there is no elimination of the 
unfit and-natural selection of the fit, there 
is no evolution of resisting power. 

‘Races which have for untold ages suf- 
fered from chicken-pox,” he says, “are as 
susceptivle to it as races to which it has 
been newly introduced.’’ Because it is not 
fatal and does not weed out the susceptible, 

Reverting, in the light of this argument, 
to the question of drunkenness, Dr. Re:d 
continues: 

“It is supposed that the parents’ drink- 
ing increases the child’s proneness to 
drunkenness. If this be true, it is a fact 
of momentous importance. If it be true, 
all the methods commonly advocated by 
reformers are certainly right; but if it is 
not true—if the parents’ drinking does not 
increase the child's proneness tg drunken- 
ness—then every scheme of temperance re- 
form hitherto propvunded—prohibition, lo- 
cal option, the Gothenburg gystem, etc.— 
is in effect a scheme for the ult!mate pro- 
motion of drunkenness. 

“Kefere a Mer can crave for drink he 
must have a mind so constituted that 
drinking is, or may become, delightful to 
him. This capacity for enjoying alcohg)] is 

ciearly inborn and transmissibie. 


‘Secondly. no man can crave for drink 
except he has had personal experience. 
Th.s knowledge is cleariy not transmissible, 
since no Man can remember the sensa- 
thons which drink &roused in his father be- 
fore he was born. Strictly speaking, there- 
fore, the craving fur drink is not trans- 
missible.

PREVENT A COLD.||! 


. 
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Go Without an Overcoat, Says 
One Expert. 


TAKE MANY COLD BATHS. 


Always Precede Each bya Warm 
Bath, and Be Careful About 
Changes of Under- 
Clothing. 


To the Editor of the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

ERE are a few rules, which, if fol- 
H lowed, would result in eftire free- 

dom from ‘“coids.”” (1.) Wear the 
same weight of clothing the yeur round 
as nearly as possible. (2.) Never wear an 
overcoat, or a muffler about the throat, or 
extra heavy underwear. (3.) Do not make 
a practice of removing your coat upon 
coming indoors on a cold day. (4.) Always 
sleep with the windows of your sleeping 
room wide open, both winter and summer. 
Except in the very cldest weather, the tem- 
perature of the sleeping room ‘should be 
very little if any higher than the external 
air. (5.) Never take a hot bath without 
following it immediately with a cold one, 
and then with a brisk rub if reaction does 
not take place perfectly. 

According to the ideas of most people,. 
and in fact of the public in general, to 
adopt the hygienic course outlined above, 
would be suicide. Inasmuch as a trial 
might be supposed to entail some personal 
risk, most people would prefer to see the 
system demonstrated by a trial upon some- 
one else. 

The advancement of civilization fs ac- 
companied by a multitude of ills which 
were absolutely unknown to mankind in his 
primitive, barbarous state, and many of 
these unfortunate consequences of civil- 
ized methods of living are unquestionably 
directly attributable to the absurd way in 
which the body is clothed. Uncleanliness, 
poor sanitation, lack of sufficient: sunlight, 
impure air, unnatural food and other con- 
ditions incident to city Hfe and civilization 
are large factors in the causation of disease; 
but the matter of clothing is the one thing 
which each individual can regulate for him- 
self, and a little consideration will show 
how this ought to be done. 

The fact is beginning to be realized 
among medical men that the human body 
was so providentially designed as to make 
it possible, before clothes were even thought 
of, for human beings to exist and thrive 
with no other covering than it pleased the 
Creator to provide them with, and that 
clothes are more a matter of convention 
and vanity than of necessity. 

The temperature of the body, in health, 
is always practically the same. If while 
sitting in a warm room you record your 
temperature by placing a clinical ther- 
mometer under the torfgue, you will find 
upon repeating the observation outside, 
where the temperature is, say, # degrees 
lower, your bodily temperature has Fre- 
mained constant, although you may feel 
cold. Now if you should repeat the experi- 
ment with an inanimate body—a ‘pail of 
water for example—it is unneccessary to 
say that after a short exposure to the cold 
alr, the latter would be found to have 
fallen several degrees in temperature. 

Thus, the human body possesses power, 
by virtue of fuel supplied (food and oxy- 
gen), to generate heat. All the heat so 
generated passes from the body, mostly 
by radiation, except just that quantity 
which is necessary to maintain the bodily 
temperature at its normal point, i. e., 98.6 
degrees Fahrenheit. 

As has been shown by many observers, 
this constant temperature is readily main- 
tained by the system, without artificial as- 
sistance, through very great temperature 
changes. Blayden. and Fordyce, two ex- 
perimenters, to demonstrate this, stepped 
from the cool outside air (temp. 36 deg. F’.) 
into an oven raised to 260 degrees. Faren- 
helt, or 48 degrees above the boiling point 
of water, and although they endured this 
great heat for a considerable time, the 
bodily temperature was increased only 
two and one-half degrees Fahrenheit. 

This wonderfully perfect regulation of 
temperature is accomplished mainly by 
means of the perspiratory glands. ‘The 
human skin is full of innumerable small 
holes or pores. ‘These are the outlets for 
the excretions of the perspiratory glands. 
The number of glands on the whole cuta- 
neous surface has been variosly estimated 
to be from two to three millions, and the 
average quantliy of perspiration excreted 
is about 800 grammes per day. This action 
of the sweat glands is going on continually, 
but wherever the temperature of the body 
is in danger of rising, their action is 
stimulated, and a greater quantity of per- 
spfration is brought to the surface of the 
skin. By its evaporation the surplus heat 
is absorbed. Similarly, when the body is 
subjected to a degree of cold which would 
tend to reduce its temperature, the action 
of the glands is retarded, with a correspond- 
ing decrease of evaporation. 

Manual labor or exercise of any kind 
quickens the circulation of the blood; this 
means that an unusual waste of the tissues 
is taking place, and an extra quantity of 
blood is necessary for repairs. 

Hence under these circumstances we 
breathe faster in order to supply enough 
oxygen to oxydize the impur't'es in the 
blood. In this process of oxyda .on a large 
quantity of heat is developed, and the 
muscles also. when active, by virtue of thelr 
thermogenic power, evolve heat. All this 
would tend to elevate the bodily’ temper- 
ature above its normal point. To meet this 
emergency the sweat glands start to work, 
perspiration flows freely, and by evapora- 
tion saves the body from a dangerous rise 
in temperature. 

But it is not by the perspiration alone 
that this temperature balance is main- 
tained. The effect of heat is, in addition to 
stimulating the excretion of sweat, to 
diminish the circulation, to détrease the 
number of respirations per minute, to 
lessen the appetite for food, and to dimin- 
ish the desire for muscular exertion. in 
other words, the amount of heat generated 
is largely decreased. 

The effect of cold Is just the reverse. 
The amount of heat developed is increased 
by the greater muscular activity, the more 
rapid circulation and respiration and the 
larger quantity of food demanded by the 
system. 

Rattray showed that persons ssing 
from the climate of England to the tfopics 
suffered a reduction from 16.5 to 13.7 resapira- 
tions per minute. Thus if 10 ounces of 
carbon are expired in a given time in the 
temperate sone, only eight and three-

From this the approximate difference in 
heat . developed from this cause could 
easily be computed. He also found that 
the digestive powers were lessened, and the 
craving for animal food diminished, while 
the skin was stimulated to an excretory in- 
crease of 2 per cent. 

Those who are in the habit of taking 
cold baths, or who indulge in sea bathing, 
will have noticed how easily the body re- 
covers its temperature balance, after the 
shock occasioned by the first plunge into 
the cold water. After the first feeling of 
coldness passes away, the bather feels per- 
fectly comfortable, and if he takes the 
trouble to observe, he will find that both 
the pulse and the respiration have in- 
creased in rapidity, while the pores have 
‘been completely closed. 

A daily cold bath would do much to coun- 
teract the effect of illogical clothing, for 
its stimulating action on the blood vessels 
and on the perspiratory glands, and the 
consequent aijiternate contraction and relax- 
ation of these vessels, trains them to re- 
spond easily and quickly to changes of 
temperature. For this reason, persons who 
take frequent cold baths are much less 
likely to catch cold than those who do 
not. 

A cold is one of nature’s signals to let 
us know that the temperature regulating 
functions of the body are not acting prop- 
erly. A cold is most frequently evidenced 
by a congestion of the mucous membrane 
of the nasal passages, and this state of 
affairs is comonly termed “a cold in the 
head.’’ When the congestion exists in the 
bronchial tubes we have what is termed 
bronchitis, or ‘‘a cold on the chest.’’.. In 
each case there is an elevation of bodily 
temperature. In reality the cold is in every 
case the result of the rise In temperature, 
and not the cause, but the reverse is pop- 
ularly supposed to be the case, 

Therefore, if the eliminative functions of 
the skin can be kept in good working order 
so that the body may respond promptly 
to temperature variations, it will be im- 
possible to catch cold.

lose their quickness and perfection of ac- 
tion. 

Thus when the body becomes subjected 
to a cool draft, or when through thought- 
lessness the usual clothing is not worn, @ 
“eold” is the inevitable result. A cold in 
the head is of such common ooccurrerice 
that it is usually not seriously regarded, 
and yet, frequent attacks almost always 
develop a case of chronic catarrh which it 
is practically impossible to cure, 


Since clothing must be worn In order to 
satisfy the demands of civilization, let it 
be so designed as to interfere as little as 
pogsible with the heat regulating mechan- 
ism of the body. Evaporation on the sur- 
face of the skin is absolutely essential for 
the maintenance of life. In fact, it has 
been shown that if the human cuticle be 
thoroughly covered with a coating of var- 
nish or some other material oT Same to 
water and air, the subject would die with- 
in twenty-four hours. Thus, anything 
which interferes with the free exudation 
from the perspiratory glands and the sub- 
sequent evaporation on the surface of the 
skin, is injurious to health. 


Clothing, then, in order to be as hygienio 
as possible should, first, never vary ma- 
terially in weight or amount; second, the 
texture of the cloth, and especially of the 
underclothing, should be of such a nature 
as to.permik. free circulation of air be- 
tween the garment and the body.

In this climate those who think they 
must wear:heavier clothing in winter than 
in summeg on acount of being exposed to 
an unuggal extent to the cold, shouid 
adopt their winter dress about Oct. 1 and 
stick to jit until the following April, when 
the summer clothes may take their os 
Under no consideration should the Welg 
of clothing be varied to any considerable 
extent, with the exception of this Di-yearly 
change. There should be no difference be- 
tween the indoor and the outdoor dress as 
far as “warmth” is concerned. An overe 
coat is an unhealthful absurdity and should 
never be worn. 

After the subject of dress, the subject of 
bathing is the most important 
tion. 

In order to maintain a healthy action of 
the skin and circulation a warm bath 
should be taken at least once a week, but 
not more than twice, This however, de- 
pends somewhat upon the condition of the 
individual. A cold bath should be taken 
every day. The temperature of the water- 
should not be too low to permit of a 
healthy reaction. The proper temperature 
is. best found by experiment, as i varies 
with different people. The temperature 
should then be lowered a little each day 
until a bath in the coldest Water avails 
able is followed by a perfect reaction.
